STRASBOURG (Reuter) — 
The British government ad¬ 
mitted Tuesday It had used 
torture techniques on de¬ 
tainees in Northern Ireland, 
but gave a solemn pledge to 
the European Court of Human 
Rights that it would never do 
so again. 

Attorney-General Sam Sil- 
kin gave the pledge in an ef¬ 
fort to persuade the Irish Re¬ 
public to drop its proceedings 
against Britain. It is the first 
case of its kind to come be¬ 
fore the court. 

Silldn told the panel of 18 
black-robed judges that Brit¬ 
ish forces would never again 
use the “five techniques" of 
interrogation which the Irish 
government had complained 
Britain had employed be¬ 
tween 1971 and 1974. 

These are hooding a prison¬ 
er. harassing him with noise, 
putting him on a bread and 
water diet, depriving him of 
sleep and making him lean 
against a wall for long 
periods, off balance with 
arms outstretched. 

The preliminary hearing, 
which is scheduled to con¬ 
clude today after legal ar¬ 
guments by commission dele¬ 
gates, is designed to establish 
the scope of the court’s juris¬ 
diction regarding the Irish 
complaint. Unless Ireland de¬ 
cides to drop its case in the 
light of Silkin’s pledge, the 
court will meet again — prob¬ 
ably in April — to discuss spe¬ 
cific accusations of ill-treat¬ 
ment.

has been involved in an unfor^ 
tunate accident.” 


identified as Anthony Kiritsis, 
45, of Indianapolis, had wired 
the muzzle of a sawed-off 
shotgun to the neck of Rich¬ 
ard Hall, 42, as he marched 
him four blocks through 
downtown Indianapolis. 

The mortgage company re¬ 
leased Kiritsis from the loan, 
which was due the end of this 
month, but he refused to re¬ 
lease Hall as negotiations 
bogged down on the immunity 
demand. 

"I’m not going to do any 
time . . . I’m not going to jail." 
Kiritsis shouted through the 
door of a third-floor apart¬ 
ment where he was holding 
Hall. 

Kiritsis* said the apartment 
was rigged with nitroglycerine 
and police said he had demoli¬ 
tion training in the army. 

“We believe for the hos¬ 
tage’s safety and the man's 
safety that it is best to wait," 
said J. G. McAtee, deputy In¬ 
dianapolis police chief. "We 
are prepared to wait him out. 
If it takas two or three days, 
okay.”

said between 130-140 persons 
were evacuated, but some had 
refused to leave. 

Hall is a director of Meridi¬ 
an Mortgage Co., a firm from 
which Kiritsis borrowed the 
money three years ago to de¬ 
velop a shopping centre on 17 
acres of land west of here.

Arsenic waste: Peril in permafrost 


OTTAWA (CP) — Environ¬ 
ment Minister Romeo Le- 
Blanc said Tuesday there is 
government concern about ar¬ 
senic waste buried in mine 
shafts at Yellowknife, N.W.T. 

He said in the Commons 
that the concern stems from 
the fact that the waste is 
buried in areas of permafrost. 
He indicated there is a poten¬ 
tial danger of the permafrost 
thawing, allowing the arsenic 
to leak from the shafts. 


Re|»orts from Yellowknife 
earlier in the day said Giant 
Yellowknife mine, which pro¬ 
duces gold, has stored 300,000 
tons of arsenic waste In un¬ 
derground shafts. The storage 
began about four years ago 
when It was found that too 
much arsenic was being emit¬ 
ted into the air and the com¬ 
pany started catching it in 
bags. 

Dr. Ron Wallace, a federal 
environmentalist, said in a 
1974 report that the arsenic 


storage situation at the mine 
could be one of the most 
serious pollution threuts in the 
Northwest Territories. 

Wallace said in the report he 
was "rather surprised and 
disappointed” no government 
agencies had studied the arse¬ 
nic threat despite the urging 
of various government ex¬ 
perts. 

Erl and Bengts, a federal 
mining inspector, also wrote a 
report about three years ago 
in which he called lor a 


$175,000 study of the per¬ 
mafrost around the arsenic 
storage site, which contained 
enough of the poison to kill 
the world’s population four 
times over. 

'' Bengts apparently thought 
when he wrote the memo that 
Giant Yellowknife would close 
its gold mine by May, 1975. 

He said if the mine closed 
and if the permafrost was 
"lees than perfect,” ground 
water would enter the arsenic 
storage areas and dissolve the 


chemical pollutant within 
three to six years. 

The dissolved arsenic would 
be discharged into a fresh 
water system and a "most 
serious condition” could de¬ 
velop. 

. LeBlanc, answering opposi¬ 
tion questions, said an envi¬ 
ronment department official 
had told the territorial water 
board about the potential 
danger of underground 
storage. The official had In¬ 
sisted that a condition of re¬ 


newal of the mining com¬ 
pany’s waste licence be that 
"the problem be focussed 
on.” 

The waste is being put into 
mined-out shafts above areas 
that still are being mined. 

The Yellowknife reports 
said the waste does not 
present an immediate prob¬ 
lem as long as it is watched 
carefully. However, there 
were fears that when the 
mine eventually closes, it will 
flood.

Loose skin about the 
eyes will cause this disco- 
loaration. Stretch the skin out¬ 
ward from your nose with 
your forefingers and you will 
notice a lightening effect. 

Skillful use of cosmetics 
should hide your circles. If 
unusually loose skin is the 
cause, this can be corrected 
surgically.

Previously', bqgts w ere in¬ 
spected under federal trans- 
jKirt regulations. Last year, 
the provincial Workers' Com¬ 
pensation Board inspected the 
boats, but then withdrew from 
conducting inspections. 

"Past experience with the 
ministry of transport would 
indicate there would be an 
almost total absence of in¬ 


spections in 1977, Radosevic 
said. 

"The total withdrawal of 
the Workers’ Compensation 
Roard from the inspection 
field is a callous reversal of 
jiolicy of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment."

stars or her esoort of the eve¬ 
ning. 

It all began with the allega¬ 
tion by Haines that Lady Fal¬ 
kender drafted the original 
version of the honors list an¬ 
nounced when Sir Harold re¬ 
tired as prime minister last 
March. 

Criticism and scorn were 
heaped on the choice of recip¬ 
ients, who included movie 
producers, comedians and old 
friends of the Labor party. 

Within hours of the story's 
appearance, the conflict had 


grown with Sir Harold himself 
drawn into the allegations of 
treachery, temper tantrums 
and double dealing. 

Lady Falkender remained 
secluded from the reporters 
gathering at her doorstep. But 
she sent out a note, handed to 
reporters by* her sister—who 
became a Member of the 
Order of the British Empire 
(MBE) in the controversial 
list. 

After saying she had no 
comment, the note accused 
Haines of making ’’wild and 
intemperate statements" 
which were inaccurate.

NAIROBI (UPD - A group 
of distraught American 
tourists said Tuesday they 
were kept under house arrest 
for two days by heavily 
armed Tanzanian police be¬ 
fore being unceremoniously 
bundled out of the country. 

“It was a really dreadful ex¬ 
perience and I kissed the 
ground when I reached 
Kenya,” said Arthur Block. 

The Americans all com¬ 
plained bitterly about the lack 
of help they had received 
from U.S. consular officials 
and said they were writing to 
their congressmen and sena¬ 
tors. 

As the Americans reached 
Nairobi, Kenya issued its sec¬ 


ond statement demanding the 
release of all Kenya person¬ 
nel, vehicles and aircraft 
seized when Tanzania last 
Thursday closed the common 
border.

Air controllers blamed 


BELGRADE (Reuter) — 
Eight flight controllers at Yu¬ 
goslavia’s Zagreb airport 
were charged Tuesday with 
causing the world’s worst in¬ 
flight plane collision in which 
176 people died. 

The crash last September 
between a British Airways 
Trident and a Yugoslav DC-9 
high over Yugoslavia on Sept. 
10 killed everybody aboard 
the two airliners. 

Zagreb’s deputy public 
prosecutor said the eight con¬ 
trollers had been charged 
with committing grave of¬ 
fences against public safety 
and befhg responsible for all 
the deaths. 

The DC-9 took off from the 
Adriatic port of Split and was 
Hying to Cologne, West Ger¬ 


many. when it collided with 
the British airliner, which 
was en route to Istanbul from 
London. 

The charges alleged that 
the first accused, controller 
Gradimir Tasic, had failed to 
apply the regulations pre¬ 
scribed for keeping the planes 
on separate courses. 

Prosecutor Slobodan Ta- 
tarac said Tasic had also 
been late in recognizing that a 
“collision situation existed.” 
The prosecutor said the con¬ 
troller “‘did not take precise 
measures to prevent the 
crash.” 

The chief of Zagreb flight 
control, Ante Delic. and the 
head of regional flight control.

S URELY the government has made up its mind on 
the question of seat belt legislation. Why, then, 
the reluctance to reveal the decision? Transport 
Minister Jack Davis says we’ll just have to wait and 
see because this is “an important policy matter.” But 
Is that good reason to keep it under wraps? 

The feeling among proponents of seat belt 
legislation, including the doctors of the province who 
know better than anyone what happens to a human 
head when it shatters a car windshield, is that the 
government is bowing to the “freedom of choice” 
argument against compulsory usage, even though a 
promise was made that a change in the law would be 
made at the current session of the legislature. It was 
Premier Bill Bennett who said after the end of the 1976 
session that all unfinished business would be carried 
over to the next session. Seat belt legislation had been 
introduced but was allowed to die on the order paper. 

The premier shouldn’t have to be reminded of this 
although the B.C. Medical Association sees the need to 
do so in the beating around the bush by his transport 
minister. 

Joined by the Registered Nurses Association of 
B.C., the B.C. Health Association, the Consumers’ 
Association of Canada and the B.C. Automobile 
Association, the physicians and surgeons headed by 
Dr. William Jory, are adding a few more statistics to

From the accident records in places 
where belts must be used it is estimated that there 
would have been 100 lives saved in B.C. during 1976 if 
the government had pushed the law change last year. 

“By failing to honor its commitment,” said Dr. 
Jory, “our government must indeed accept some 
blame for these needless deaths and the accompanying 
injuries, suffering and misery — not to mention the 
staggering cost to the public in hospital bills, medical 
treatment and the rehabilitation and maintenance of 
survivors.” 

The argument that mandatory seat belt use would 
violate personal freedom is, he says, “totally spurious 
and, measured against the cost in human life, is 
terribly cruel. ..” The government, he adds, preaches 
the benefits of preventive health care but does not 
support its words with its deeds. 

Other administrations have, though, which Dr. 
Jory could well point out. It was during the 
administration of Premier W. A. C. Bennett that a law 
was passed requiring all motorcycle riders to wear 
helmets as a safeguard against fatal injuries in 
accidents. 

There has been no freedom of choice in this since 
July 1,1965, and. just perhaps Bill Bennett finally will 
see it like father. 


A question of loyalties 


T HERE ARE SIGNS of an emotional polarization on 
the issue of separatism in Quebec. 

In Aylmer, a few miles out of the Ottawa-Hull 
capital complex, federalists held a rally last week to 
express their feelings about Premier Rene Levesque's 
promise of independence. They fiercely rejected the 
idea of separation. 

Paraders jammed the streets in this normally 
quiet little city, in the heart of rural Quebec. 

They jammed into the auditorium 1,000-strong to 
* hear Michel Gratton, Liberal member of the National 
Assembly for Gatineau, and Jacques Crepau, former 
Union Nationale member for the region, who were the 
key speakers. And another 1,000 listened to a broadcast 
of proceedings in the Canadian Legion hall, in the town 
hall and in the streets. 

“If Rene Levesque thinks that 40 per cent of the 
provincial election vote is a mandate for separation, 
he is mistaken,” stormed Mr. Crepau. 

Altogether it was a demonstration of loyalty 
heartening to true Canadians. 

But in the House of Commons, meanwhile, 
members and gallery visitors were treated to a display 


of bad manners, if no worse, by a number of Quebec 
parliamentarians, to use the term loosely. 

When a pre-arranged tribute to the Queen came in 
the form of a resolution of congratulation on the 
occasion of the 25th year of her reign, two members 
refused to stand and join in the singing of the old 
National Anthem and two others left the House. 

“I don't know that song,” said Jacques Olivier, a 
Liberal from Longueuil, Quebec. And Louis Duclos. a 
Liberal from Montmorency, complained: “It conjures 
up bad memories for French-Canadians." 

All members of Parliament take the same oath: - 
“I do swear that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth the 
Second, her heirs and successors according to law. So 
help me God." 

Treason, according to the Oxford dictionary, 
among other things is “violation of the subject of 
allegiance to the sovereign.” 

The Liberal MPs who put on their hypocritical lit¬ 
tle act ought perhaps to identify themselves with Mr. 
Levesque’s movement, because Prime Minister Pier¬ 
re Trudeau, if he is consistent, should disown them 


’ One of the intriguing 
business speculations for 1977 
is whether or not the Soviet 
Union might make its rouble 
convertible into gold — for ex¬ 
ternal purposes 
The effect of such a move on 
the gold market is incalculable. 
Probably it would boost the 
price of gold — if the Soviets 
were serious. And the U.S.S.R. 
might comer the market, as 
Britain and America once did 
During 1976 the price of gold 
fluctuated from a high of 
around 6145 an ounce, down to 
$112 or so and back up to $135. 
In some ways the Soviet Union 
seems to wield the most 
dramatic influence on gold 
prices. 

It is one of the ironies of 
detente that it has had the ef¬ 
fect of putting the U.S.S.R. 
deeper into debt and perhaps 
irrevocably tying the Soviet 
economy to the West’s. As far 
as technology, computers, 
sophisticated electronic goods, 
machinery, food production 
etc. are concerned, the West is 
far ahead of the U.S.S.R. And it 
has sold know-how to the 
Soviets. To some, like 
Solzhenitsyn, this strengthens 
the Soviet system and ensures 
that it needn’t relax its oppres- 
! sive control over citizens and 
can continue its war economy. 
Hie West is seen as selling the 
Soviets the rope with which our 
system will be hanged. 

★ ★ ★ 

It's hard to realistically refute 
that assessment, because 
that's the way it has worked 
out. But that has no direct 
bearing on the immediate gold 
situation. 

It’s estimated that the 
U.S.S.R. owes a record $15 bil¬ 
lion for Western purchases. 
This means selling gold to pay 
debts. In the past, when the 
U.S.S.R. has sold gold, it has 
had the effect of lowering the 
price of the stuff. When the 
price drops too low, the Soviets

stop selling until the price 
creeps up again — then more 
sales. A crude barometer of the 
gold market might be that 
when the price is low. Russians 
are selling: when the price is 
high, Russians are waiting. 

The Soviets are ultra- 
secretive about gold (who 
isn’t), but it’s estimated that 
their gold reserves may total 
3.000 tons. Soviet gold sales in 
1976 will amount to perhaps 250 
tons — up 60 per cent from 1975 
which was also a big gold¬ 
selling year for the U.S.S.R 
(The big sales don’t deplete the 
reserves, because the U.S.S.R. 
mines an estimated 400 tons a 
year — almost double its produc¬ 
tion of the early seventies 

♦ ♦ ★ 

Not even South Africa has 
the gold reserves of the 
U S S R. I recall the sense of 
euphoria that swept through 
Soviet officialdom in Moscow 
about 10 years ago when 
reports circulated about a mas¬ 
sive new gold find that was so 
rich the metal was supposedly 
being shoveled into box 
cars Undoubtedly that was 
exaggeration, but certainly an 
unexpected mother lode had 
been struck — somewhere 
Perhaps this is a reason why 
the Soviets are now more will¬ 
ing to sell gold than they have 
ever been in the past 
East Europe is in debt to the 
West even more than the 
U S S R, and hasn t the same 
resources for extracting itself 
The London Economist es¬ 
timates that COMECON, the 
Soviet-sponsored answer to the 
Common Market, owes up to 
$36 billion. East Europe still 
has a credit rating because the 
U.S.S.R. must baiHt out. (The 
Economist also reports the 
Soviets have been buying meat 
from Western markets and sel¬ 
ling it cheaply to Poland in 
order to avert shortages, which 
might provoke the sort of food 


riots that occurred last yeari. 

Speculation about Russian 
going on the gold standard for 
its currency abroad (not at 
home), and even joining the 
International Monetary Fund, 
was enhanced when Prof. Oleg 
Salkowsky of the Soviet 
Academy of Science visited 
West Germany in the fall and 
announced that the U.S.S.R. 
was- 'considenng'’ making the 
rouble convertible into gold 

★ it * 

Harry Schultz, the inter¬ 
national gold financier and 
flamboyant expert on all mat¬ 
ters involving gold, (pop-gold 
culture!) — quotes Nikolai 
Inozemtsev, director of 
Moscow’ Institute for World 
Economy and International 
Relations, as saying in any 
future international currency 
conference concerning 
revaluations, the “socialist 
countries” would expect to par¬ 
ticipate 

Schultz and others seem to 
think the Soviets may soon be 
in a position to virtually corner 
the gold market as England 
once did, and then the U.S.. 
when these countries were 
dominant. If the U.S.S.R. could 
do this, it would make the rou¬ 
ble the prevailing currency as 
far as world trade is con¬ 
cerned Just as the pound sterl¬ 
ing and the US- dollar were 
supreme in their time. 

★ ★ ★ 

It would be financial im¬ 
perialism, blending with the 
political and military im¬ 
perialism the U.S.S.R. now 
practices while preaching 
brotherhood. 

Some experts see manoeuvr- 
ings in the gold market forcing 
the price of gold up to $500 an 
ouace. If not immediately, in 
the foreseeable future 

Others see the U.S.S.R's 
future in the gold market being

influenced by its grain harvest 
If there are a couple of bumper 
crops, as happened last season, 
it will advance gold plans If 
there is a failure, a grain dis¬ 
aster, as periodically occurs in 
Soviet five-year-plans, it will 
put a crimp in gold plans and 
force the selling of more 
through camouflaged channels 
in Switzerland, the Arab world, 
wherever. 

No one can be sure of what is 
going to happen or what the 
Kremlin is thinking at any par¬ 
ticular moment Or what the 
ramifications will be. The un¬ 
certainty helps make gold so 
fascinating, so addictive. And 
it's such a powerful weapon in 
the war of international com¬ 
merce

The federation represents an 
organized bloc of 400.000 of the

“Inspired,” as it says it has 
been by the election of 
Quebec’s separatist govern¬ 
ment. the federation is “get¬ 
ting tough” with the federal 
government, “telling it to put 
up or shut up " 

That, between quotation 
marks, comes from Hubert 
Gauthier, director of the 
federation which is based in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

He signals a new Fran¬ 
cophone drive all across 
Canada for increased French 
language and services 

He complains that the 
federal government, out of the 
annual $400 million it spends 
promoting bilingualism, 
grudgingly squeezes only $36 
million for local community 
services for Francophones. 

★ ★ ★ 

Confirmation of his $36 mil¬ 
lion figure is provided by Rene 
Prefontaine. special adviser on 
cultural and language 
programs for the Secretary of 
State Department. 

He concedes that $3 6 million 
“is about all” the federal 
government spends for Fran¬ 
cophone linguistic and cultural 
development beyond the boun¬ 
daries of Quebec 

Being a public servant, he is 
careful to express no official 
opinion on the division of the 
annual $400 million. 

* * * 

But Mr Gauthier thinks it 
ludicrous and grossly unfair 
that by far the biggest part of 
the fund — in fact almost all of 
it — is going to the French 
language training of English- 
speaking public servants, and 
only a traction, the$3 6 million, 
to cultural and linguistic ser¬ 
vices for the French com¬ 
munities

With Rene Levesque having 
demonstrated the use of 
leverage against the federal 
government, the federation 
will be doing some arm- 
twisting 

For not only will its report, a 
"hard, tough, plain-speaking" 


document, go to the federal and 
all provincial governments, but 
to the ambassador and consuls 
of France whose agents on 
special missions from Paris 
have been known to carry out 
trouble-making assignments in 
Canada

Perhaps with France in mind 
— although he has been careful 
not to say so — Mr. Gauthier 
hints that if the federal govern¬ 
ment is cool, the federation 
might find warmth elsewhere 

The report, he confesses,

Situation comedies — why not situation 
. tragedies? 


"The evidence is absolutely overwhelming 
that the first five years is the time when the 
driver is most likely to get in an accident.” 
Yet the same report that says this for the On¬ 
tario Legislature’s Select Committee on 
Highway Safety recommends that learner’s 
permits become available to 15-year-olds — 
one year earlier than the existing law 
provides. Surely policy on the legal age for 
driving should bend in the other direction. 

The report suggests that 15-year-olds 
would have to hold a learner’s permit for a 
full year during which all driving would occur 
under supervision Of an adult. This extended 
practice period may be defensible, but lower¬ 


ing the minimum age runs counter to 
everything we know about young people and 
safe driving It is not just inexperience that 
explains their high accident rate: it is also 
immaturity. 

The report’s recommendations for lower 
permissible blood alcohol limits in some 
categories, probation periods for new drivers 
and possible checks on older drivers point in 
the right direction. Last year’s life-saving cut 
in highway speed limits, and compulsory 
seatbelt legislation suggest beyond 
reasonable doubt that changes in the law real¬ 
ly can save lives and property On the other 
hand, they can also threaten them.

It is going to be an uneasy year for die Japanese foreign 
ministry — facing events over which it can exercise little 
control. 

For, while Japan is indisputably an economic giant, its 
diplomatic options are limited by the realities of power — or, 
more accurately, its lack of both political and military clout. 

Since the Second World War debacle, Japan has 
deliberately channelled national energy toward rebuilding 
the country as an economic power. On the international 
stage, however, it remains a minor aqtor politically. 

No new role suggests itself. This is partly by choice. But 
many commentators also feel Japan is now adrift — the most 
popular cliche describing it like a ship, Nippon Maru, adrift 
in stormy seas with a serious leak. 

For all Its economic muscle — measured in terms of 
gross national product and trade surpluses — Japan doem’t 
sit easily under the "greatness" mantle. 

The European Economic Community and the United 
States take that status far granted and are waitig to see how 
Tokyo will exercise its role, but Japanese thinking is far 
behind on the subject.

Ferries 

In a letter to The Daily 
Colonist (Jan. 5, 1977) Jack 
Davis stated that the editor of 
this newspaper should not be 
confused over ferry subsidies. 
Then he went on at great length 
to attempt to explain costs of 
highway miles versus ferry 
miles. 

One very important and sim¬ 
ple part was missing from 
Jack's reasoning, however, and 
that was an explanation as to 
why a B.C. government ferry 
operating to the U.S. is sub¬ 
sidized much more heavily 
than those that operate within 
the province, e g: 

Return passenger fare, Seat¬ 
tle to Victoria, 10.5 cents per 
mile. 

Return passenger fare 
Tsawassen to Swartz Bay, 16.5 
cents per mile. 

Car, Seattle to Victoria, 21.5 
cents per mile. 

Car. Tsawassen to Swartz 
Bay, 41.5 cents per mile. 

How such inequities in rates 
can exist is inconceivable, par¬ 
ticularly in view of the fact 
that the vessel on the Seattle 
route is grossly inefficient, 
having an obsolete and time- 
consuming vehicle loading ar¬ 
rangement, uneconomical fuel 
consumption; requires a crew 
of more than double that 
needed by even the largest B.C. 
ferry; and on top of this must 
meet exorbitant docking fees in 
Seattle. 

One would think the purchase 
by the B.C. government of 
operating ferry services was 
primarily to fulfil the needs of 
its residents, but this is ob¬ 
viously not so. as most of those 
who benefit from the cheap 
mileage rates on the Seattle 
route are U.S. citizens. 

Let’s hope Jack has a 
satisfactory explanation as to 
why his pet phrase "user pay” 
cannot be applied to those who 
travel to the U.S. as well as to 
those who travel within the 
province.

The tnost powerful lobby in government still opts for 
caution after seeing the disaster caused by Japan’s ill- 
considered and inept leap bit othe world stage a generation 
or so ago. And the cautious approach will die bard. New in¬ 
itiatives are anathema in foreign policy considerations (so 
much so that some critics unkindly suggest Japan has no 
foreign policy at all). 

This is basically how most of Japan’s Asian neighbors 
wish to keep it. 

Statements from various Asian capitals indicate that the 
inhabitants of the former Japanese-occupied territories have 
not forgotten or forgiven, still harbor misgivings about 
Tokyo’s intentions, still worry about the possibility of 
Japanese rearmament (no matter how remote a possibility it 
is) and resent any suggestion of a Japanese superiority com¬ 
plex and attempts at economic dominance or exploitation. 

This contributes to Japan’s desire to avoid an assertive 
political rote on the Sian or world stage. 

But this lack of assertiveness is going to prove a trap for 
the men of the Gaimusho (foreign ministry), forced by habit, 
psychology and tradition to virtually “sit on their hands” 
while events which vitally affect Japan unfold. 

Faced with an appalling list of domestic, political and 
economic headaches, Premier Fukuda may find little time 
for new initiatives on the diplomatic issues crowding in on 
him. Those include the new man hi the Whtie House — the 
Japanese are a bit uncomfortable at the prospect and Fukuda 
is pressing for early talks with President Carter, either in 
Washington or at a conference of major non-communist In¬ 
dustrial powers Tokyo would like to host in the first half of 
this year. 

There are fears that a Carter administration will be 
more trade protectionist. 

Even more important is the frightening possibility that 
the new president will withdraw U.S. forces from South 
Korea due to clumsy Korean attempts to buy support in 
Congress, and Washington’s unhappiness at the repressive 
domestic policies of President Park Chung Hee. 

How is Japan itself to deal with China, currently going 
through a period of political bistability, and balance this with 
the need to try and thaw out the chilly relations with China's 
great ideological rival, Russia? Tokyo cannot please one 
without upsetting the other. 

How can Japan counter a proliferation of 200-mile ex¬ 
clusive economic zones being established over vital inter¬ 
national fishing grounds? Japan could do the same, but it 
would be an almost meaningless gesture, as if is the foreign 
seas (Russian, American, Canadian. European), that 
primarily serve the Japanese dinner plate. Again, Japan 
seems to have no political counter and reduced catches plus 
a higher import bill seem inevitable. 

On the economic front, how can Japan cope with any 
moves toward protectionism against its goods in key 
markets like the United States and Western Europe? Rising 
exports have been the one bright spot in the depressed 
economic picture. But Japan’s irritated trade partners have 
now demanded that Tokyo "balance the trade ... or else.” 

New Trade Minister Tatsuo Tanaka revealed some of 
Japan’s frustrations when he blusteringly pledged to resist 
the pressures — and, in a statement remarkable for its bad 
taste, reminded the world what had happened last time 
Japan's trade was seriously threatened (Pearl Harbor). 


Stop sewage squabbling—mayor 


Fair and prompt considera¬ 
tion by the regional board is re¬ 
quired of the Bullock engineer- 
big proposal permitting dis¬ 
charge of sewage off Little 
Trial Island. 

The region is quite capable of 
solving sewage disposal 
problems without any provin¬ 
cial inquiry. Endless inquiries 
will not clean up our beaches. 

Nothing will be ac¬ 
complished by sqabblings 
between different levels of 
government; nor will we 
achieve solutions in the news¬ 
paper headlines of politicians 
who cast about to fix blame. 
Just as with the local hospital 
fiasco, we are all to blame — 
politicians and public alike — 
for the years of inflation that 
have rushed by with so little 
achievement in disposing of 
sewage in this area. 

I share many of Aid. 


McKenzie's concerns about the 
handling of the sewage project. 
Aid. Mckenzie has sat on the 
regional board barely a 
month. Surely be might be 
wiser to learn his new job and 
urge his colleagues to reassess 
the project, rather than 
rehashing history and assess¬ 
ing blame. 

Whatever shortcomings in 
awareness are attributed to 
Oak Bay council — we were 
alerted loudly and clearly by 
hundreds of residents last June 
when they demonstdrated to us 
that the massive dimensions of 
the region’s proposed pumping 
station were entirely inap¬ 
propriate for the chosen 
waterfront site. 

Since then, Oak Bay has 
endeavored to demonstrate 
leadership in establishing a 
committee of councillors and 
citizens who have held a 


number of public meetings and 
consulted experts and have 
passed on concrete recommen¬ 
dations to the regional board. 

Because the Bullock 
engineering report poses a 
method of discharging our 
sewage off Little Trial Island, 
it provides an alternative 
which would avoid locating an 
unsightly pumping station at 
Shoal Bay and would save |1 
million dollars by eliminating 
the transfer of our sewage 
from McMicking to Clover 
Point. We say that this 
proposal, based as it is upon re¬ 
cent technology, is worthy of 
serious and fair study by the 
region, and should not be 
brushed aside lightly by 
regional staff and consultants 
who feel a professional com¬ 
mitment to a different scheme. 
If, however, this Bullock 
proposal is proved impractical 


by the region — then Oak Bay 
will carry out its duty and 
select pumping station sites. 

What is vital is that the Oak 
Bay committees recommenda¬ 
tion of the Bullock proposal is 
an honest search by Oak Bay 
citizens for a new solution to an 
old problem. Hie regional board 
is asked to reassess earlier 
engineering assumptions on 
sewage disposal methods. This 
task must be carried out with 
dispatch and with 
statcamandiip by all of us in¬ 
volved in the decision-making 
process. The public has the 
right to expect us not to des¬ 
cend to squabbling or blaming 
each other; nor to look to the 
province to pull regional chest¬ 
nuts out of the fire. Let’s get on 
with the job of improving our 
beaches.

• Defended bilingualism, 
even though he said it would 
not be wise politically to do so 
In this part of the country. 

He said he felt compelled to 
spe&k out since there had 
been too much exploitation 
and a completely unjustified 
attack on the French-speaking 
pilots and air controllers of 
Quebec. The issue of language 
in air traffic had been used 
simply to cover up the real 
motive for the campaign, 
which he said was job securi¬ 
n'-

Urban Affairs Minister 
Andre Ouellet. who once flirt¬ 
ed with the idea of separation, 
spent 90 minutes at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria Tuesday 
making a t plea for national 
unity.

U.S. and Canadian govern¬ 
ment officials joined shipping 
executives in stating that the 
economic benefits outweigh 
the costs of stretching the 
seaway navigation season. 

But government officials 
stressed that strong opposi¬ 
tion from hydro authorities 
and environmental groups 
and some technical obstacles 
still remain.

Lawrence Seaway Authority, 
repeated statements he made 
a month ago that the U.S. and 
Canadian seaway agencies in¬ 
tend to lengthen the shipping 
season by one month within 
the next 10 years. 

William O’Neill, comman¬ 
dant of the Canadian Coast 
Guard, said he considered a 
year-round shipping season 
impossible because seaway 
power generation.

1976: Best in GM history 


DETROIT (AP) — General 
Motors Corp. in a dramatic 
turnaround from a two-year 
slump, turned'in its best fi¬ 
nancial performance in his¬ 
tory last year with net profils 
of 2.9 billion on sales of $47.2 
billion. 

Earnings reported this week 
by the world’s largest auto¬ 
maker exceeded by $700 mil¬ 
lion the firms combined prof¬ 
its for 1S74-75, when the car 
industry was mired in a se¬ 
vere recession. Sales topped 
the old record of $35.8 billion 
set in 1973 by 32 per cent. 

. GM’s 1976 profits, equal to 
$10.08 a share,, were more 
than double the $1.25 billion, 
or $4.32 a share, earned in 
1975, and surpassed by a wide 
mark the previous earnings 
record of $2.4 billion set in 
1973. 

Dollar sales in 1975 were 
$35.7 billion. 

GM also postpd record 
fourth-quarter profits of $797 
million or $2.77 a share, up 29 
per cent from $618 million, nr 
$2.14 a share, in 1975. The old 
quarterly record of $667 mil¬ 
lion was set in 1972. 

Sales in the final quarter 
were $13.1 billion, a record for 
any quarter and up from $10.5 


billion in the same 1975 
period. 

Following a banner year for 
the industry in 1975, sales and 
profits plummeted in 1974 be¬ 
cause of the energy crisis and 
rentained anemic in 1975 due 
to the economic recession.

Player agent’s lawyers 
respond to accusations 


MIN KOLA, N.Y. .API 
Lawyers for ' player agent 
Richard Sorkin responded 
Tuesday to a complaint by 16 
of his former clients, contend¬ 
ing the “patent falsity and ab¬ 
surdity’’ of certain allegations 
made against him. 

The complaint against Sor¬ 
kin. of Rickville Centre, N.Y.. 
and two of his companies was 
filed with the Supreme Court 
of New York on behalf of 16 
pro athletes by lawyer How¬ 
ard J. Schwartz. The action 
includes charges that Sorkin 
committed fraud and used 
money from his clients' trust 
funds to purchase his home. 

Those claims w§jje denied in 
a verified answer filed Tues¬ 
day at the office of the Nas¬ 
sau County clerk. 

The response asks "dismiss¬ 
al of the complaint in its en¬ 
tirety” and for the repayment 
of costs incurred in defending 
against the complaint. 

It adds that certain plain¬ 
tiffs. who are parties to the 
complaint, have not yet con¬ 
versed with Schwartz nor 
were they, informed "by their 
purported counsel that they 
would be parties" In the ac¬ 
tion Schwartz filed. The rc- 
sj>onse does not name those 
parties, however.

The response states ihat the 
players “fully and openly 
consented to the payment . . 
of the management fees in 
one payment at the beginning 
of the plaintiff’s contract 
term," and cited as evidence 
the fact that certain plaintiffs 
took immediate tax deduc¬ 
tions for the payment of the 
tee. 

The respdpse denied the fol¬ 
lowing claims: that Sorkin 
tailed to safekeep, preserve 
and manage players’ sa¬ 
laries, warnings, bonuses and 
other income; that he failed 
to keep their money in sepa¬ 
rate accounts but instead co¬ 
mingled their funds with those 
of his company and those of 
others: that lie tailed to pay

WASHINGTON — Hockey’s 
oldest rookie, BiUy Riley. 26, 
never had a chance to make 

it. 

Couldn’t skate, they said. 
Riley worked three years as a 
welder in an aluminum smelt¬ 
ing plant in Kitimat. B.C. He 
played amateur hockey at 
night, waiting for his break. 

Then he made it — to Day- 
ton, Ohio, for. three years in 
the minor leagues, where he 
put up with plenty. Aside 
from being from Nova Scotia, 
a rarity in hockey, Billy Riley 
of the Washington Capitals is 
black, the only Afro-Canadian 
player in the National Hockey 
League. Nobody’s ever let 
him forget it 

“They used to thr6w water¬ 
melons at him when he 
played in Toledo,” said 
Tommy McVie. coach of the 
Caps and Riley’s coach then 
at Dayton. 

“They used to call him 
“Shoeshine Boy” and agitate 
him all night long. He took it 

there, and he’ll take it here, if 
he has to.” 

“I was one of the bigger 
boys on Dayton and I was the 
policeman,” Riley recalls. “I 
probably had 100 fights; 
didn’t bottler me. If it was 
racial, I knew they just didn’t 
have any class.” 

His wife, Joann, differs. 

"It was vicious and it both¬ 
ered him a little bit,” she 
saja. “He only wanted to be 
known as a hockey player. I 
was kind of doubtful after 
three years. I thought, Geez, 
he’s 26. He might not make 
it.” 

Riley remembers training 
camp in Dayton where “to 
tell you the truth, it was a 
helluva gamble” to quit his 
job and try out. 

“There must’ve been 15 
right wingers in camp,” he 
says. “I just kept bustin’, bus¬ 
tin’, bustin’. It was pure hell. 
And this fall I got sent down 
to Springfield. First day 
there, the coach got hit by a 
truck.” 

Riley had three goals and 
seven assists going into this 
weekend’s games and a plus- 
minus rating of six, the 
highest in team history. (The 
ytlus-minus rating computes a 
player’s ice presence when 
against his team.) 

He knows a hockey career 
is tentative and that he’s only 
as good as his last game. How 
long can he continue? 

“I hope long enough to get a 
pension,” Riley says. “You 
know, tor the first time Tm 
not worried about my next 
meal.” 

Don’t confuse Riley with 
Mike Marson, another black 
player who also played for the 
Capitals and is now in the 
minor leagues. Marson was a 
top draft pick, a high-salaried 
bonus baby, standoffish, his 
team-mates say, and aloof. 

Riley and Marson played 
briefly together (Marson 
called it the “oreo” line) but 
they never hit it off. 

“He went has way and I 
went mine,” says Riley. 

Hockey to Riley is a job, a 
bit better paying than welding 
where he worried about his 
lungs and how to feed a wife 
and three kids. 

“He wanted to play so 
bad,” says McVie, a foghorn- 
voiced man who has built the 
Capitals from a league joke to 
respectability. 


Riley took a pay cut from 
welding to try out with Day- 
ton. 

“I made 5245 a week the 
first year, $310 the second 
year, and $500 at the start of 
this season,” he said. "I had 
a bonus for 20 goals. I had 19 
when they brought me up. 
Could’ve used that bonus.” 

The NHL minimum salary 
is $12,500, and Riley admits 
he’s not making much more 
than that. When he was 
bmught up to Washington, he 
waited until 11 p.m. to call 
Nova Scotia to tell his wife. 
Phone rates are lower at that 
hour. 

“When he got his first che¬ 
que for meal money on the 
road,” says team-mate Bryan 
(Bugsy) Watson, “Billy 
couldn’t believe it. He thought 
it was a week’s pay.” 

Now he’s the toast of 
Amherst, Nova Scotia, and 
they still can’t believe it His 
coach in Junior B, Mo Bent, 
says: 

"Of all the kids I ever 
coached, Billy Riley was the 
last fella I expected to see in 
the National Hockey League. 
I wonder if they let him play 
his game there. 

“I can’t help but wonder if 
they’re afraid he’s going to 
bounce a few white guys in 
the comers. We had two black 
kids on the team and they 


used to take a lot. When they 
were called niggers, they han¬ 
dled it. The situation was 
solved by fisticuffs, Pretty 
soon, they backed off.” 

But they ail haven’t backed 
off. Last month, Riley was 
tested by Bob Gassoff of St. 
Louis, one of hockey’s more 
intimidating persons. They 
went at it for two games. 
Push came to shove. Riley 
points to a fresh scar that has 
extended the line of his eye¬ 
brow. 

“He got his stick up," RHey 
says. “Then, he didn’t seem 
to want to fight. I didn’t mind. 
He stood there yipping and 
yapping.” They were racial 
insults but Riley says he 
didn’t make much of them. 

His mother, Gladys Riley, 
doesn’t either. 

“Don’t go too hard on the 
colored issue,” she says. “I 
know they’re watching ‘Roots’ 
down in Chicago.” 

The roots of blacks in Nova 
Scotia are as deep as any¬ 
where in North America. The 
human rights commission of 
the province says the area 
has the longest-established 
black population in Canada. 
Blacks first settled the prov¬ 
ince during the American 
Revolution, when United Em¬ 
pire Loyalists offered freedom 
and free land to colonial 
slaves. 


Riley’s father, James, was 
a Canadian soldier. With tour 
other kids, money was scarce. 

“We didn’t have enough to 
send him to hoc kef school,” 
says His mother. “Let’s put it 
this way, we’re a low-income 
family. When he comes home,

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Three of 13 anglers nominated as Garcia Canadian An¬ 
gler of the Year were winners in the 1976 edition of the Colo¬ 
nist King Fisherman Contest. 

One of them. Don Erickson of Sooke, won the King Fish¬ 
erman Contest Fish-of-the-Year trophy for an 11-pound sum¬ 
mer-run steelhead he caught June 17 on the Nitinat River, 
using a Hardy fly rod, fly and three-pound-test leader. 

King Fisherman Contest Fish-of-the-Year competition for 
quality sportsmanlike catches will be greatly expanded this 
year — announcement of that to come later. 

Erickson’s winning Bteelhead was heaviest of a trio he 
caught in two successive days of fly fishing — the others 
being a 10.2-pounder and a nine-pounder. 

Last season he also caught a 22.14-pound steelhead from 
the Nitinat, heaviest steelhead ever entered in the 22 years of 
King Fisherman competitions. And he won Prince crests in 
six of the seven categories. 

That adds up to an impressive record, but he has stiff 
competition from all across Canada for the Garcia Canadian 
Angler of the Year Award. ^ 

All nominees will receive a suitably inscribed plaque and 
the winner and spouse (or whomever) will be Garcia’s guests 
during the Toronto Sportsmen’s Show, at which time the for¬ 
mal presentation will be made by Garcia president Albert 
Pisapio. 

Another nominee from among King Fisherman Contest 
winners was Tom Kelly, 223 Suzanne, View Royal, who land¬ 
ed a 55%-pound chinook by drift fishing with a 1%-ounce 
Pirken lure in 20 feet of water off Saanichton Spit. He was 
using 20-pound-test leader and drift fishing from a 17%-foot 
boat. 

Also nominated was Clue Milton, Suite 402-929 Esquimau 
Road, who caught a 58-pound chinook off Otter Point, second 
biggest chinook ever entered in the King Fisherman Contest 
and heaviest sports caught salmon ever recorded from lower 
Island waters. 

Their competition across Canada includes: 

• Dr. G. L. Silvers of Sherbrooke, Nova Scotia, who 
landed a 28.2-pound Atlantic salmon from St Mary’s River on 
a 10-foot, six-ounce glass rod, backed by a weight forward ID 
floating line, an eight-pound-test leader and a No. 2 dry fly. 

• Ralph Tuttle, of Truro, who took a 26.4-pound Atlantic 
salmon from Nova Scotia’s St. Mary’s River on a No. 2 Cos- 
sahoom wet fly and an eight-foot laminated fly rod he made 
himself, plus seven other fish heavier than 16 pounds. 

• Sixteen-year-old Norman Bakom of Paradise, Nova 
Scotia, who landed a 47 pound, cleaned, bass from the An¬ 
napolis River on 20-pound-test line. 

• Robert Henry Taylor of Vancouver, who landed a 
22-pound steelhead in the Dean River, B.C., on a No. 2 Skink 
fly, 12-pound-test leader and a 4%-ounce Orvts rod. 

• Fourteen-year-old Cameron MacGregor of Red Deer, 
who set an Alberta record with a three-pound 10-ounce yellow 
perch on bobber and smelt in 9ylvan Lake. 

• Dale Parker, of Hudson Bay, who caught a 17.9-pound 
rainbow trout in Saskatchewan’s Piporell Lake, using 12- 
pound-test monofilament and trolling with a Mac’s Squid 
plug. 

• Sixteen-yearold Jim Bridgeman of Ontario’s Honey 
Harbor in Georgian Bay, who landed a 45-pound musky while 
fishing all alone in a small boat. 

• Ralph Dempsey of Shilo, Manitoba, who caught a 
13.4-pound rainbow in Lake William on small Flatfish, 10- 
pound-test line, a Garcia Mitchell reel and Berkley rod. It 
was Manitoba’s heaviest fish of 1976. 

• Rad Weaver, of Burlington, Ontario, who caught more 
salmon and more prize fish than anyone else in that area dur¬ 
ing 1976, including a 22.3-pound salmon that won him $500; a 
13.12-pound coho that won him boat and gear valued at $7,500. 

• Walter J. Sawicki, of Melfort, Saskatchewan, who 
stalked and caught a 30.6-pound northern pike at Wapata 
Lake in far northern Saskatchewan on 12-pound-test line and 
No. 2 Len Thompson spoon. 

That all adds up to a variety of good fishing from waters 
across Canada and judges are going to have a difficult time 
selecting the winner, who will be announced in a couple of 
weeks.

These tests 
were something I felt were 
necessary and although the 
over-all were very good — 
other's were horrendous. 
That’s the word — horren¬ 
dous.’’

The plants now pay about 55 
cents a pound for live fryer 
rabbits and about 45 cents for 
mature roaster rabbits. The 
fryers retail at about $2.25 a 
pound and the roasters slight¬ 
ly less. 

Ross said raising rabbits 
can be a profitable hobby if 
managed properly for people 
living on small acreages be¬ 
cause they require a small 
space, are clean and easily 
cared for.

Jeanne Moreau becomes director 

Austria lures 
movie-makers 


VIENNA (Reuter) —With 
dozens of baroque palaces and 
lots of Old World charm to 
offer, Vienna is bidding to be¬ 
come central Europe’s film 
capital. 

American producers have 
used the city for several re¬ 
cent films, reviving a modest 
Austrian industry that seemed 
doomed only two years ago. 

Big-name stars have ap¬ 
peared in Austrian-based pro¬ 
ductions, and the cameras are 
ready to roll for six interna¬ 
tional films in 1977. 

The Austrian government, 
backing the project with a 
$2.&-million subsidy, hopes the 
films will help put Vienna 
back on the tourist map. 

The money has gone into 
modernizing the rambling, 
rundown suburban studios of 
Wien-Film, a state-owned en¬ 
terprise where the only films 
made in 10 years were televi¬ 
sion serials and documenta¬ 
ries. 

The Vienna film industry, 
with a 60-year tradition, had 
its heyday between the world 
wars. 

Its biggest post-war success 
was The Third Man, a mys¬ 
tery epic made by the late 
British producer Carol Reed 
in 1949. Set in the twilight 
world of Soviet-occupied Vien¬ 
na, it made zither music and 
the haunting Third Man 
Theme famous. 

Vienna studios produced 
more than 100 German-lan¬ 
guage films a year in the 
1920s. There was a revival 
after the Second World War 
when 300 feature films were 
made in 20 years. By 1956, 
production had slumped to 36. 
In 1974, only four big films 
were made. 

The revival is due almost 
single handedly to a 35-year- 
old former cameraman, Heinz 
Iazek, a pugnacious chain¬ 
smoking boxer’s son who runs 
Wien-Film. 

Iazek pestered the Austrian 
finance ministry into provid¬ 
ing funds for the studios and 
used native charm and a soft 
sell to get American produc¬ 
ers to Vienna. 

“The German-speaking 
gentlemen of the film busi¬ 
ness didn’t take me seriously 


but for the Americans I was a 
partner right away," he 
said. 

Iazek started in the film 
business carrying tea and 
glasses of wine for the stars. 
He spent a year in Hollywood, 
“to gete to grips with the mys¬ 
tique." 

As director of Wien-Film, 
earning $400 a week, he was 
given the job of revitalizing 
the moribund Austrian 
studios. 

Iazek said films produced in 
Austria are no cheaper than 
elsewhere, but that the 
country has great advantages 
for foreign producers. 

“We have a beautiful land¬ 
scape, we have the back¬ 
ground of innumerable castles 
and monasteries," Iazek said. 

“We make real use of the 
countryside. Often it’s unnec¬ 
essary to build up an expen¬ 
sive backdrop in our studios.” 

With spectacular Alpine 
scenery, horse-drawn car¬ 
riages that still ply Vienna’s 
streets and the medieval look 
of many villages, Austria is a 
cameraman’s dream. 

Austrian backgrounds have 
been used to-recreate Russian 
snow scenes. Alaskan wastes 
and even wild west country.

NEW YORK — To actress 
Jeanne Moreau, filmmaking 
came easy. 

“It seems strange that I am 
always asked why I chose to 
direct," she remarks, refer¬ 
ring to. her movie Lumiere, 
which she ^lso wrote. 
“Through all my rela¬ 
tionships with films and direc¬ 
tors, it seems so clear that I 
was always completely con¬ 
cerned with the films them¬ 
selves, not only with my 
image or the way my charac¬ 
ter would come out at the 
end. 

“So it’s as though I’ve been 
working and blooming in 
films since 1949, just to get. 
ready and be ripe enough to 
do my own. That’s the way 
I’ve lived it. .. 

The quietly dramatic Lu- 
miere is the episodic story of 
an actress and her friends —• 
a subject Moreau knows in¬ 
timately, having starred uj, £ 
long list of memorable pro¬ 
ductions on screen and- stage. 

Her films include Jules and 
Jim, The Lovers, The Trial, 
and The Last Tycoon. She has 
worked with filmmakers as 
varied as Francois Truffaut, 
Orson Welles, Louis Malle, 
Martin Ritt, Michelangelo An¬ 
tonioni, Luis Bunuel, Joseph 
Losey, and Elia Kazan. 

She has handled every for¬ 
mat from western (Monte 
Walsh) to comedy (Viva 
Maria). And all this without 
abandoning the stage, where 
Parisians have seen her in of¬ 
ferings from Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof to last sea«W$p Lulu. 

Her first wish to make a 
film of her own budded nine 
years ago, and a definite deci¬ 
sion came six years later. 
Then her accumulated notes 
became a 900-page script, 
which became 600 pages, 
which were finally whittled to 
140 pages. 

“Tq say there is a plot 
would be to lie,” explains the 
actress, “and I don’t have to 
lie ... M 

Moreau stresses the highly 
personal nature of her first 
directorial effort, and the fact 
that her script stems from 
her own knowledge and expe¬ 
rience. “My notes were relat¬ 
ed to special characters," .die 
says, “and related to the at¬ 
traction between men and 
women: What is the need, 
what is so-called love? 

“And I had notes about act¬ 
ing, creation, death. I also 
wanted to show a profound 
and endless relationship be¬ 
tween two women. ... So I 
made a film about things that 
were ^important to me.” 

In discussing her film, 
Moreau gives the impression 
that she is also discussing 
hei'self. She seems eager to 
dispel any illusion that artists 
live different or privileged 
lives. “Usually people think 
artists live a special life away 
from day-to-day problems. 
But this is not true. . . . 


“We have the same fears, 
unfulfilled desires, pain. We 
might deal with them in a dif¬ 
ferent wayy but pains and dis¬ 
appointments are hard to 
cope with;,... I wanted this 
to be in nay-film, too." • 

In fashioning the visual style 
of Lumiere, Moreau again 
took an intensely personal ap¬ 
proach, based on her percep¬ 
tions as a woman. “I was 
thinking at the impressionist 
painters," she recalls, “be¬ 
cause the framing and lighting 
effects were so often interior. 

“Women Uve inside houses. 
For a woman it’s important if 
a door is open or closed, and 
it’s the same with windows, 
lights. The relationship be¬ 
tween a woman and the world 
is born inside the house.” 

By contrast, “a man’s life 
moves outside the house," 
and that’s a big reason for sex 
inequality in the movies, in¬ 
cluding the scarcity of strong 
roles for women. “There’s no 
limit for a g»an, just the hori¬ 
zon," Moreau muses. 

“So now audiences want vi¬ 
olence, adventure ... as long 
a s men directors and 
screenwriters don’t want to 
relate intimately with nature, 
there won’t be strong, valu¬ 
able women’s parts. Even 
when there are big women’s 
parts they are hysterical 
characters, or they drink, 
they are off-balance. That’s 
the only adventure that can 
be imagined for a woman?” 
she concludes incredulously. 

Yet she holds hope for the 
future. “Change is the way of 
the world . . . with cinema it’s 
the same thing. There has 
been dominance by the strong 
drives of men, who perhaps 
have felt a need to escape the 
powerful influence of women 
in their lives,” she continues 
. ironically, “and lately they 
have decided to speak about 
themselves. But nothing lasts 

The problems are rife, she 
admits. “Film is an industry 
as well as an art. Bankers 
don’t give money to women; 
men don’t even give money to 
their wives, Except to do the 
shopping, and even then they 
worry you will buy a dress in¬ 
stead. 

“If Lumiere does well, 
maybe others will follow, and 
then bankers will allow 
women to make films. They 
will do this because it’s an¬ 
other way for them to make 
money, not because they 
know these women have to 
speak; but I don’t mind if 
others make money off me, 
there’s no avoiding it..." 

Moreau recalls that some 
other directors were shocked 
or resentful at the news that 
she was going to direct. “I 
hope in five years we can 
laugh at all this talk about 
men and women directors,” 
she says. “After all, there are 
only directors.” 

In any event, she now finds 
herself in the flattering posi¬ 
tion of being bothered by new¬ 


comers looking for advice. 

“There’s room for every¬ 
body," she says hopefully. “If 
you want it badly, you'll 
make it." Yet she notes that 
of 53 new and young directors 
given monetary grants recent¬ 
ly by the French government, 
only four finished films were 
expected. 

"It’s not only the luck and 
the money, but also the will 
power: and that has to last 
more th<an jfoweek. E^ch time 
you cross-'an obstacle there 
will be another: and don’t try 
to imagine how many there 
are going to be!’’ 

Moreau felt prepared to 
overcome those obstacles be¬ 
cause of her long-time unique 
practice of never leaving the 
set of a movie she was in, 
thus learning and observing 
even when she wasn't actively 
working. 

While directing she also 
stayed on the set, since her 
“weight of authority" was 
needed, and she felt a need to 
earn visibly any authority she 
weilded. She also followed 
studio mogul David O. Selz- 
Aick's famous advice to write 
Eown all instructions to the 
crew rather than rely on 
mere speech. 

These were some of her se¬ 
crets in constructing a film 
based less on her appreciation 
of other films than on “music, 
painters, writers, actors," 
and a lifetime of experience. 


Mcreau is now preparing a 
film about a city family that 
visits a village in the ^entre 
of France during the two 
weeks before war was de¬ 
clared in 1939. Later she may 
direct for the stage, “but not 
yet.” And she will continue to 
act, guided by her usual poli¬ 
cy of choosing a role accord¬ 
ing to who the director is. 

“When I wrote the. final 
script of Lumiere.” says the 
finely intelligent Moreau in 
her excellent English, “I had 
in mind a line from Jean Ren¬ 
oir’s Rules of the Game. He 
plays a part in it, and at one 
point he sayS, “You see, my 
old pal, what is terrible in life 
is that everybody has his rea¬ 
sons.’ ” 

Jeanne Moreau has her rea¬ 
sons, too, and in her new¬ 
found director’s hat has found 
a new way to express them as 
positive forces through her fa¬ 
vorite mass medium.

Moscow feels pulse 
of electronic music

MOSCOW (AP) — The sign 
on the door in a small side 
street reads, “Experimental 
Studio for Electronic Music.” 
Inside laser-generated shafts 
of color play across the room 
and a young man in demin 
twists the dials of a sophis¬ 
ticated electronic synthesizer. 

“I have the feeling 
that the Soviet Union is 
really ready for electronic 
music and that nothing is 
going to hold it back,” said 
II S. composer John Faton as 
he completed a recent concert 
tour here.

“There’s still a government 
policy that electronic music is 
too decadent, but they’re not 
going to be able to keep that 
alive much longer. People are 
too eager.” 

Avant-garde music, includ¬ 
ing music generated by elec¬ 
tronic synthesizers, has for 
many years been officially 
frowned on in the Soviet 
Union. 

But the electronic music 
studio, which has existed 
quietly in the centre of Mos¬ 
cow since 1959, is bubbling 
with creative ferment, and 
the eager reception which Ea¬ 
ton found convinced him that 
Russian music is on the 
threshold of a step forward. 

“Everywhere I went .there 
was interest and enthusiasm 
in my music," said Eaton, a 
music professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Indiana who per¬ 
forms with a small synthe¬ 
sizer and with hammers and 
brushes on the insides of a 
piano. 

He said the experimental 
composers here are "about 
five years behind what we are 
doing in the West." But he 
added he was impressed that 
in Moscow, where even rock 
music is still viewed with sus¬ 
picion, “they are actually 


doing it, and doing it in a way 
that’s aware of fairly recent 
developments in the West." 

At Moscow’s electronic 
music studio, which tries to 
keep a low profile to avoid 
bringing official criticism, the 
British-made synthesizer lets 
out an electronic hum, then 
birds begin to twitter, water 
drips and bubbles, strings 
twang, and eerie melodies fill 
the room from somewhere out 
in the milky way.

‘best oil port’ 


Canadian Pres* 

Two confidential provincial 
government studies have con¬ 
cluded that B.C, should push 
for the development of a 
major oil tanker port at Port 
Angeles, Wash., rather than 
at Kitimat. 

The reports, prepared by 
the environment and land use 
secretariat, said a prelimi¬ 
nary analysis “would appear 
to indicate that Port Angeles 
is a preferable alternative to 
Kitimat from B.C.’s point of 
view." 

Ttie environmental risks of 
tiie Kitimat project “do not 
appear to outweigh other 
benefits,” one report says, 
and the Port Angeles pro¬ 
posal, "apart from initial 
high cost, appears to be the 
best' proposal for B.C. and 
Washington state.” 

Both ports have been pro¬ 
posed as the West Coast ter¬ 
minal of new pipeline projects 
to carry Alaskan and Middle 
East oil to U.S. midwestem 
markets. 

Detailed environmental in¬ 
formation on the Kitimat area 
on the north coast is almost 
non-existent, one report said, 
and no final decision should 


be made until the federal gov¬ 
ernment makes a complete 
analysis of “energy, economic 
and environmental implica¬ 
tions of the project.” 

The reports compare the 
two sites on the basis of the 
risk of an oil spill, difficulties 
in controlling a spill, environ¬ 
mental risks and economic 
costs and benefits. 

The factor most favoring 
Kitimat is the $500-million to 
$600-mlllion cost of building a 
pipeline to the site, the stu¬ 
dies said. 

A pipeline to Pori Angeles 
would cost about $1 billion. 

One study said Kitimat, on 
the other hand, presents 
“maximum approach prob¬ 
lems” with more than 1,000 
miles of the province’s coast¬ 
line exposed to possible spills. 
Fewer than 50 miles of pro¬ 
vincial coast would be direct¬ 
ly vulnerable to a spill in the 
approaches to Port Angeles. 

One of the main problems, 
said the study, is the ap¬ 
proaches to the Kitimat site, 
which narrow to one mile and 
include at least eight shoals. 

At Port Angeles, the nar¬ 
rowest point on the approach 
is 10 miles wide and only one 
reef threatens tankers.

The oil lobby in B.C. is 
being challenged by an up¬ 
start David in a one-room of¬ 
fice on Fort Street. 

The David is Jim Wright of 
the Telkwa Foundation, an en¬ 
vironmental awareness group 
from Smithers, B.C., and in¬ 
stead of a slingshot he has a 
commitment to prevent the 
industrial pollution of the B.C. 
coastline. 

Wright is the lone staff 
member of the foundation’s 
new anti-pollution lobby in 
Viotoria, located in room 420 
of the Yarrow Building, 645 
Fort Street. 

Wright, who is 40. with a 
master’s degree in economics 
from the University of Cali¬ 
fornia at Berkeley, will at¬ 
tempt in the next few months 
to “set up a liaison between 
ourselves and the MLAs, ex¬ 
actly what the oil industry 
has been doing for years 
now.” he said in an interview 
at the Telkwa office cm Tues¬ 
day. 

“We have to address oui> 
selves to the political aspects 
of wildlife and environmental 
protection. It’s a political 
where change can occur is at 
problem now. The only level 
the political level,” he said. 

Wright said existing envi¬ 
ronmental legislation is based 
on “our philosophical ap¬ 
proach to energy, which is 
that more is always better — 
more industry, more power, 
more jobs. We have to under¬ 
stand there are tradeoffs; 
nothing we get is for free." 


Coal power

VANCOUVER (CP) — 
B.C. Hydro and the federal 
department-of mines, energy 
and resources are looking at 
the feasibility of building a 
demonstration power plant, 
based on coal. 


He said Kitimat Pipe Line 
Ltd., a consortium of U.S. oil 
companies and U.S.-controlled 
Canadian oil companies which 
plans to build an oil port at 
Kitimat, is “not concerned 
with the over-all benefits to 
the province, but with making 
money.” 

The company's proposed 
170-mile route through con¬ 
fined waters of the Inside 
Passage to Kitimat is the 
longest channel route ever 
proposed for oil tankers, and 
the port would supply 100 per 
cent of the oil it recieves to 
the U.S. 

One of Wright’s jobs will be 
to gather enough political and 
citizen support to stop the 
port from being constructed. 

He said a change in attitude 
would have to take place be¬ 
fore industries and advertis¬ 
ing stop looking at the envi¬ 
ronment as nothing but a con¬ 
sumer resource.

Economic Affairs Minister 
Phillips denied in the house 
that the corporation bought 
the land. Lauk had questioned 
why it had bought the proper¬ 
ty on behalf of the city of 
Dawson Creek when it was 
obviously not going to be de¬ 
veloped for industrial pur¬ 
poses. 

Phillips also denied a state¬ 
ment by Lauk that the cor¬ 
poration had guaranteed a 


loan of $6 million to Stothert 
Management Ltd. of Van¬ 
couver to help it build a pulp 
mitt in Nigeria. 

Phillips said the commis¬ 
sion had been asked to guar¬ 
antee the loan as part of a 
package with the Canadian 
Agency for International Dev¬ 
elopment that would employ 
300 Nigerians, but had re¬ 
ferred the request to Ottawa. 

The minister also denied he 
bad jeopardized major coal 
contracts with Japanese com¬ 
panies during his December 
visit to the Orient, but de¬ 
clined an invitation by Lauk 
to be specific about any new 
contracts obtained by the mis¬ 
sion.

Tour operator 
picks up tab 
for stuck 52 

A Victoria tour operator will fork out 519,516 to en¬ 
sure a group of 52 elderly people from the Victoria area, 
stranded by a bankrupt tour company, spend their two 
weeks vacation in Hawaii as planned. 

Peter Lowe, of Traveleyden Tours Ltd., said Tues¬ 
day his company would pick up the full tab so that the 
group gets full value for its money which is already 
spent. 

“I’m busy lining up accommodation for these peo¬ 
ple.” Lowe said. I’m doing everything in my power to 
see that they go to Honolulu March 1 as planned.” 

The Victorians are among about 700 people who had 
their vacation plans shattered when H. B. Haina and 
Associates Ltd., of Honolulu, announced Friday it was 
going out of business. 

Lowe said many of the elderly people who had 
booked with Haina through Traveleyden had been sav¬ 
ing a long time for such a trip. 

“I’ve been in business in the city for 17 years and 
am sick over this development,” Lowe said. 

He said his company has no connection with the 
Haina company: “we just act as agent for the Hawaii- 
based company.” 

Lowe said he was finding difficulty in booking ac¬ 
commodation for the group, "but we intend doing our 
best for these people.” 

Martin Linsley, a Vancouver chartered accountant, 
has been appointed receiver of H. B. Haina and As¬ 
sociates. 

The company was ordered to deliver to Linsley all 
assets, property and securities following a hearing 
Tuesday under the Trade Practices Act before Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Lloyd McKenzie in B.C. Supreme Court. 

Linsley said the only assets he knew of in the prov¬ 
ince were bank accounts totalling about $20,000. 

Some of the 700 B.C. residents affected by the col¬ 
lapse are protected by the promise of Northwest Air¬ 
lines Inc. of Seattle and Eaton’s of Canada travel ser¬ 
vice in Vancouver. The two companies said Monday 
their customers would be taken care of, with tickets 
and bookings. 

Haina promised Tuesday that all tourists who had 
paid deposits on tours he was unable to handle would 
get refunds within 30 days. 

He blamed a new’ state licensing law for forcing 
him to close his doors. The new law inquired all tour 
companies to be licensed and bonded. Haina explained 
he had difficulty getting a company to carry his re¬ 
quired $10,000 bond because of previous financial prob¬ 
lems.

Water ‘cures’ 
runneth over

There seems to be as many 
solutions for the Saanich Pen¬ 
insula's expected water short¬ 
age this summer as there are 
remedies for l he common 
cold. 

North Saanich Aid. George 
Westwood, one of 11 members 
of the Saanich Peninsula 
Water Commission, said Tues¬ 
day North Saanich’s water 
supply will increase this sum¬ 
mer because of the develop¬ 
ment of extra wells in the new 
John Dean Park area of the 
municipality. 

Westwood said North Saan¬ 
ich would share the extra 
water — from 32,000 to 120,000 
gallons a day — with Sidney 
and Central Saanich. 

“There is a spirit of co¬ 
operation in the whole penin¬ 
sula,” Westwood said in an in- 
lerview. 

Westwood said the provin¬ 
cial government should be ap¬ 
proached to draw its summer 
water for the B.C. Ferries 
from the TsawAvassen rather 
than Swartz Bay terminal.

UVic housing relief promised 


The University of Victoria 
got a somewhat late Christ¬ 
mas present Tuesday — 
promise of federal aid to take 
the pressure off an acute stu¬ 
dent housing problem. 

UVic president Howard 
Peteh said following a meet¬ 
ing with federal Urban Affairs 
Minister Andre Ouellet that 
the promised release of Cen¬ 
tral Mortgage and Housing 
Corp. on building funds w*>uld 
probably provide the addition 


ol 300 single ori-campus units 
by September, 1978. 

Building should be -under¬ 
way toy next summer, Petch 
said. 

At present, there are 600 
single units on the grounds 
and the university has one of 
the poorest student-housing 
ratios in the country. In 
1973-74 a student survey 
showed there was accommo¬ 
dation for 13.1 per cent of the 
students and the situation is 
reported lo be worse today. 


Petch said an application is 
also being made for the right 
to erect 100 units for married 
students, but there was no in¬ 
dication that this would be ac¬ 
ceptable to government auth¬ 
orities. 

Originally, the university 
had counted on concrete con¬ 
struction and had put a $6 
million price tag on the 300 
single units. But because the 
figure was too high, plans 
were changed to include 
wooden frame buildings at an 


estimated cost of 53.6 or $3.7 
million, Petch said. 

Ouellet, who met Petch and 
Alistar Palmer, president of 
the University Alma Mater 
Society, assured them funds 
would be released by the 
CMHA office in Vancouver. 

The university had been try¬ 
ing for two years to get a go- 
ahead on construction. About 
six months ago it was told 
budget tightening meant there 
could be no provincial aid. 

The university turned at 


that time to CMHA, but was 
told that student housing was 
well down the list of priori¬ 
ties. 

The only part to be played 
now by the province is ap¬ 
proval of the building pro¬ 
gram. And Petch said Hous¬ 
ing Minister Hugh Curtis has 
already said he would give • 
the necessary approval. 

Ouellet said the federal gov¬ 
ernment w'as imposing one 
condition on the agreement — 
it doesn’t want to finance a 


“gigantic, modem, expensive 
project” but will settle only 
for something that is “neat, 
clean and convenient.” 

Petch said he understood 
help would also go to some 
other B.C. institutions, such 
as Simon Fraser University in 
Burnaby. 

Because of the particular 
problem with university hous¬ 
ing in this province, the same 
aid is not being! considered 
elsewhere, he said. 


This would mean an extra 
75,000 gallons a day to the 
Saanich Peninsula, he said. 

But Sidney Aid. Jerry Tre¬ 
gaskis, a regional director 
and water commission 
member, said Tuesday that 
sharing water would not pro¬ 
vide enough, “not even for 
sanitary purposes.” 

He said the extra water 
from the John Dean Park 
housing development was 
“nothing” in terms of the 
numbers of people needing 
water on the peninsula. 

Tregaskis said the solution 
to a water shortage was to 
start immediately on finishing 
the existing pipeline from the 
Haliburton Road reservoir 
site. He said the line could be 
connected to feed all three 
municipalities. The pipeline 
would varry water from the 
Sooke Hills. 

Tregaskis criticized the new 
water commission for having 
had only one initial meeting, 
on Jan. 18. 

Commission chairman Jim 
Cumming said Tuesday that 
talks on piping water from 
the Sooke Hills would begin 
later this month. 

This is the first winter that 
Sidney has had to buy water 
because of a shortage. 

The shortage is attributed 
to lower-than-normal precipi¬ 
tation since last July. Three 
wells in Sidney have “gone 
sour" because of lack of rain¬ 
fall. 

Cumming said a tentative 
date has been set with the 
Greater Victoria Water Board 
Feb. 25 to discuss future water 
supply and costs. 

Extension of a pipeline car¬ 
rying water from the Sooke 
Hills to the Saanich Peninsula 
is still in the planning stages.

Although they are only in 
their early stages, core area 
negotiations between the 
Greater Victoria Labor Rela¬ 
tions Association and seven 
locals of the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees may be 
headed for mediation. 

Daryl Anderson, official 
spokesman for CUPE’s joint 
negotiating committee, said 
GVLRA refused to budge 
from its original guideline 
offer Tuesday and would be 
seeking the services of a gov¬ 
ernment mediator if it didn’t 
hear from the union today. 

“They (GVLRA) just came 
in and sat on the original 
offer. They didn’t appear 
ready to budge from what 
they had offered to begin 
with. It was just a matter of 
saying: ‘It's the same six and 
four (six and four per cent 
increases in each of two 
years) we offered — this is 
it.’ ” 

Carl Anshelm, chief GVLRA 
negotiator, declined comment 
oh the grounds that both sides 
had agreed earlier to refrain 
from making public state¬ 
ments during the course of 
negotiations. 

However, the CUPE bar¬ 
gainers appeared upset by 
w hat they said was GVLRA’s 


turnaround on a decision to 
work together to determine 
what the real costs of the pro¬ 
posals would be. 

There has been some confu¬ 
sion. The union, representing 
2,000 core municipality, Capi¬ 
tal Region and school board 
employees, claims its total 
package proposal would mean 
an increase of 10% to II per 
cent. At the same time, 
GVLRA has put the figure in 
the neighborhood of 20 per 
cent. 

"They agreed earlier that 
we would work jointly to cost 
out our proposal, but today 
(Tuesday) that went down the 
drain,” Anderson said. “He 
(Anshelm) said he had only 
been referring to costing out 
any program within the six 
per cent guideline. But that 
isn’t what he had said at all.” 

He said the meeting lasted 
90 minutes and accomplished 
nothing. 

"They wouldn't even talk 
about non-cost items and 
issues pertaining to different 
locals,” Anderson said. 

“Anshelm said if we didn’t 
contact him by Wednesday 
morning he’d have no alterna¬ 
tive but to call in a govern¬ 
ment mediator. 

"With that kind of attitude, 
we think we have nothing to 
lose with a mediation of¬ 
ficer.” 


McKenzijf checked for locker room talks on violence

Victoria Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie was told by his 
council colleagues Tuesday to 
refrain from lambasting hock¬ 
ey team coaches in their 
locker rooms for violence on 
the ice. 

At the same time, city coun¬ 
cil decided to send a tentative 
anti-violence clause to the 
municipal councils of 11 cities 
iri which the Western Canada 
Hockey League operates. 

City council hopes that the 


proposed clause will be in¬ 
cluded in the agreements be¬ 
tween the various municipal 
councils and WCHL teams in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al¬ 
berta and B.C. 

The saga of hockey violence 
continued at Tuesday’s infor¬ 
mal council meeting, partly 
as a result of action taken last 
week by McKenzie. 

McKenzie attended the re¬ 
cent game between the Vic¬ 
toria Cougars and the Leth¬ 
bridge Broncos at the Memo¬ 
rial Arena. He considered the 


first jieriod of the game to be 
troubled by excessive violence 
and decided to go to the 
locker rooms and call the 
coaches on the carpet. 

In a letter to city council, 
McKenzie said the first period 
“appeared to be one of gener¬ 
al mayhem.” 

Both coaches told him in so 
many words to mind his own 
business. The Lethbridge 
coach told McKenzie to "go to 
hell.” 

But McKenzie said in his 
letter that the quality of the 


game improved substantially 
in the second period and 
turned ipto good hockey in the 
last period. 

Unfortunately, several spec¬ 
tators who had witnessed his 
attempts to talk to the 
coaches disagreed with 
McKenzie and threatened to 
punch him in the mouth. 

It was for that reason and 
to get more explicit instruc¬ 
tions from council that 
McKenzie wrote the letter. 

The first bit of advice came 
from Aid. Robert Wright. 


who said he was trying to be 
“as charitable as possible” in 
telling McKenzie what to do, 
or not to do. 

“We should definitely keep 
our political arm out of the 
coaches’ and the players’ 
area, unless we want further 
violence/’ Wright said. 

McKenzie admitted that he 
was “perhaps out of order” 
when he went to the locker 
rooms, but he said the game 
improved undeniably after his 
talk with the coaches. 

The other aldermen, howev¬ 


er, agreed with Wright that 
no individual alderman should 
take any action in cases of vi¬ 
olence on the ice. 

If any thing held hope of re¬ 
ducing the frequency of vio¬ 
lence. they said, it was the 
proposed clause submitted to 
the other cities for approval. *■> 

It basically states that in 
case of violence, city council 
may terminate any contract 
that exists between the mu¬ 
nicipality in question and the 
team for use of the public 


The judge of any incident is 
to be city council, but toe 
clause doesn’t say whether 
termination would require a 
unanimous or simple majority 
approval. 

It also states that termina¬ 
tion will take place 60 days 
after council resolves to ter¬ 
minate a contract. If within 
the 60 days the team should 
be unable to relocate, council 
would reconsider the termina¬ 
tion of the agreement and ei¬ 
ther revoke it or extend it for 
a further 60 days 


Mayor Michael Young in¬ 
dicated that he might not wait 
until all councils had ap¬ 
proved the clause. 

Tf violence became unaccep¬ 
table, he said, he wouldn’t 
hesitate to recommend to 
council immediate cancella¬ 
tion of all privileges of the 
Cougars with respect to the 
arena. 

There is no contract in force 
at the moment. The Cougars 
are renting the arena on a 
game-to-game basis.

Some are unable to 
have oabies for physical rea¬ 
sons, but an increasing 
number say they don't wanL- 
them. 

“Their decision has far- 


reaching consequences for the 
future of the country.” the 
survey said. “It immediately 
affects sucli things as school 
building, the recruitment of 
teachers and the number of 
houses, shops, factories and 
hospitals that will be needed 


over the next 50 years.” 

David Cope. 30-yearold lec¬ 
turer at Nottingham Universi¬ 
ty. is conducting an inquiry to 
determine why so many cou¬ 
ples choose not to become 
parents. 

“Most oi them are regarded 





as somewhat odd by friends 
and relations,” Cope said. 
“And pressure is put on them 
by advertisers who suggest 
that the ideal family is a fa¬ 
ther and mother with small 
children. Most employers be¬ 
lieve that men and women 
with children are more stable 
employees 

Carole Goddman, executive 
director of the National Asso¬ 
ciation for Non-Parents, said: 

“Motherhood is a beautiful 
destiny for some women but 
not all. Bel ore they have chil¬ 
dren, couples-should stop and 
consider their reasons for 
having them. If it is just to 
stop critical comment from 
family and friends, that is not 
good enough. Every child has 
a right to be wanted.’

said Ms. Gelber, former 
director of the federal wo¬ 
men's bureau of the labor de¬ 
partment at McGill Universi¬ 
ty seminar. 

She said fpderal statistics 
show that the salary gap 
widened as much as 135 per 
cent for clerical jobs between 
19© and 1974. The differential 
was 70.6 per cent between 
male and female managers. 
69.4 per cent for professionals 
and technicians and 102 per 
cent for sales people. 

Women were often reluctant 
1o complain about discrimi¬ 
nation in wages and working 
conditions because they 
feared their .jobs would be 
jeopardized. 

Ms. Gelber said women 
must recognize that strength 
lies in numbers. As well as 
forming unions to back then- 
complaints, they should ap¬ 
peal under human rights legi¬ 
slation against descrimina- 
tory practices. 

“Women’* condition* may 
differ from men’* because 
women have been slow to 
understand the value of unity 
in the work force,” she «s!d.. 
“The problem is that women 
have failed to use unions.” 

“I^ast fall the Quebec gov¬ 
ernment *et up a human 
rights commission which 1* 
accepting complaints from 
women and other groups 
about discrimination in the 
wnrk force and other sec¬ 
tors.” 

Few women have made it to 
the top, even in the federal 
civil service, she said. 

While the federal govern¬ 
ment adhered to the principle 
of equal pay for equal work, 
the vast majority of female 
economists were employed in 
Ihe lowest two categories for 
their field. 

She told the audience, com- 
jKised mainly of women, they 
should enter fields other than 
those traditionally labelled as 
women’s .jobs.

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Motoring metric puts miles behind you

You’ve probably noticed the 
metric signs giving distances 
and, occasionally, speed 
limits in kilometres. By Sept. 

if the provincial highways 
departments keep Their prom¬ 
ises to Canada’s Metric Com¬ 
mission, you’ll find nary a 
miles sign in sight. 

And as of next Jan. 1, that 
pressing problem facing most 
gasoline stations — what to do 
when the price goes over $1 a 
gallon — will have solved it¬ 
self. 

That’s the day, according to 
the Metric Commission, that 
gasoline will be sold by the 
litre. 

Another aspect of motoring 
that may prove irritating to 
the metric driver — which 
we’ll all be soon, like It or not 
— is (he conversion of nuts, 
bolts and screws and other 


specifications to either metric 
sizes or to metric equivalents. 

Already, all the best-value 
socket-wrench sets in most 
department stores are metric, 
but the over-riding concern to 
the home auto-tinkerer for the 
next few years at least will be 
the automobile industry’s 
gradual conversion process. 

For example, although most 
European and some Japanese 
cars are already all-metric, 
those imported from Britain, 
which Is a couple more years 
advanced down the metric 
road than Canada, include 
some models which are half 
metric and half imperial. 
Names will not be used to 
protect the innocent. 

Informants in the auto trade 
say the same thing will hap¬ 
pen in Canada and the United 
Slates. 

What it’s going to mean for 
motorists over the next few 


years is a lot of Stripped nuts, 
and threads, badly-tuned cars 
as mechanics try to adjust to 
the new system, and possibly 
some major engine repair and 
tire bills for the unwary. 

Incidentally, tire pressures 
under the metric system 
should be in the 180 to 200 
kilopascal range, rather than 
26 to 30 pounds per square 
inch. 

Getting back to the driving 
end of motoring, there’s good 
news and there’s bad news. 

You should be able to make 
slightly faster time around 
town in what used to be a 60 
mph zone, but in the former 
40 mph zone you'll take slight¬ 
ly longer to get from point A 
to point B. 

The following table of com¬ 
mon speed limits makes this 
clear: *

All cars sold in Canada 
after last Jan. 1 were re¬ 
quired to show speeds in both 
miles and kilometres per 
hour. Some show only the 
kilometer scale already, end 
those motorists are ahead of 
most of us. 

There isn’t a requirement 
tor metric odometers yet, but 
when it comes som£ sucker is 
sure to be fooled by being told 
the mileage on his second¬ 
hand car is in kilometres 
rather than in miles, which 
would mean he believes the 
distance it has travelled in its 
lifetime is one-third less than 
it actually is. 

Another small point before' 
we close this chapter: Gas 
stations and auto dealers are 
likely to be offering conver¬ 
sion kits ranging from expen¬ 
sive behind-the-glass scales to 
cheap kilometre stick-ons. 


The experience of our 
Australian motoring col¬ 
leagues, who have been all¬ 
metric for a couple of years 
now, is that you won’t need 
one. The mental conversions 
come quite easily after a 
week or two.

They are delightful as bed¬ 
ding plants, colorful apd long- 
lasting as cut flowers, and as 
to fragrance, I think their 
spicy, olove-like scent is the 
most refreshing of all flower 
perfumes. In our home, my 
wife likes to keep a tiny bowl 
on her dressing table filled 
with double white stocks to 
fill our bedroom with their 
clean fragrance. 

Single stocks are poor, 
weedy things, unwanted in 
any garden, yet it is impossi¬ 
ble to buy seeds guaranteed 
to produce nothing but double 
flowers. Every packet of 
stock seeds will yield a mixed 
bag — mostly doubles but

always a small proportion of

•Botanic-ally, stocks are in¬ 
teresting and somewhat un¬ 
usual in the plaijt world, for 
their double flowers are com¬ 
pletely double, not just par¬ 
tially so as with most doubles, 
and in consequence, they can¬ 
not produce any seeds at all. 
All double stocks must be 
grown from seeds taken from 
single-flowered plants, and 
this poses something of a 
problem to the home gardener 
who raises her own plants 
from seeds. 

This is an old problem to 
poultrymen — the separation 
of males from females in 
newly hatched chicks before a 
lot of expensive feed is wast¬ 
ed on the unwanted roosters. 
At one time, the only solution 
was the employment of a 
highly paid Japanese chlck- 
sexer who used secret tech¬ 
niques for distinguishing and 


culling the males from a 
batch of day-old cliicks. Now¬ 
adays, breeds have been 
evolved in which there are 
distinct color differences be¬ 
tween male and female 
chicks. Similar solutions have 
been found for culling the un¬ 
wanted singles from a batch 
of seedling stocks. 

In one class of stocks known 
as the Hanson Doubles, the 
coloring of the first true 
leaves indicate quite surely 
which seedlings should be 
saved and which discarded. 

The seeds are germinated 
in heat under glass, then 
when the seedling plants are 
half an inch tall, they are 
chilled to 8 degrees C. for 
three days. At this stage, the 
plants which will produce dou¬ 
ble flowers will have pale 
green leaves, while,the un¬ 
wanted singles are much 
darker. 

Another race called the Try- 
somic stocks was developed 
by Dr. H. B. Frost of Cornell 
University. These seeds, 
which are much more expen¬ 
sive than the run-of-the-mill 
kinds, will produce a much 


higher percentage of doubles 
even without any culling — 
usually running around 85 per 
cent. Then, when the see¬ 
dlings are 0, in their four-leaf 
stage, the few singles that 
show up can be distinguished 
by their weaker growth and 
thinner stems. v 

The Hanson stocks stand 
about 18 inches tall and come 
in various shades of pink, 
blue, red, yellow and white. 
Trysomic Giant Imperial 
stocks are early blooming, 
with a branching habit of 
growth, standing 2Va feet tall. 
Trysomic Pacific Pink js a 
specialized cut-flower stock, 
non-branching and showing a 
true, clean pink shade even 
under artificial light, without 
the usual trace of lavender in 
its coloring. 

Trysomic seven-week slocks 
are very early indeed, bloom¬ 
ing in only seven to eight 
weeks after sowing, and mak¬ 
ing bushy, base-branching 
plants, 15 inches tall, that 
keep on blooming all summer 
long if the laded flowers are 
kept picked off before they 
can set se^d.

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Look hard at those tax-shelter plans

OTTAWA (CP) — While 
banks and mutual funds, trust 
and insurance companies 
compete in the annual hustle 
for tax-deductible deposits in 
registered savings plans, ex¬ 
perts say taxpayers should 
take care to fully understand 
what’s involved. 

Tax deductions on last 
year’s income are available 
for contributions to and in¬ 
cluding March 1 to Registered 
Retirement Savings Plans 
( R R S P s ) and Registered 
Home Ownership Savings 
Plans (RHOSPs). This makes 
possible a rebate or reduction 
on final taxes for 1976 income 
to be settled by April 30. 

But Tom Delaney, an Otta¬ 
wa investment counsellor who 


Problems ‘like mine field, 9 says investment counsellor 


has written a booklet on 
R R S P s , says contributors 
should be careful not to let a 
short-term gain through a tax 
saving obscure any long-term 
disadvantage of a plan. There 
are dozens of different types 
of plans, each with different 
advantages and drawbacks. 

“The problems facing a po¬ 
tential RRSP purchaser are 
like a minefield,’’ he said. 
“You have to be careful 
where you step.” 

RRSPs are voluntary, per¬ 
sonal retirement savings pro¬ 
grams offered by financial in¬ 
stitutions, including banks, 
trust companies, mutual 
funds and life insurance com¬ 
panies. 


Up to certain limits, con¬ 
tributions into an RRSP can 
be deducted from taxable in¬ 
come. Those limits have been 
increased—assuming passage 
of legislation now before the 
Commons—to 20 per cent of 
income up to a maximum 
$5,500 for persons who are not 
members of company pension 
plans. For those who do pay 
into employer plans, the new 
limit is $3,500 including con¬ 
tributions to the company 
plan. 

No tax is paid on money in 
the fund or on any interest ac¬ 
cumulated until the plan is 
“deregistered”—in effect 
cashed in—usually at retire¬ 
ment. 


At that time there are two 
options—pay tax on the lump 
sum in the fund or purchase 
an annuity, available only 
from insurance companies. 
An annuity will spread the in¬ 
come over a number of years, 
reducing the tax paid, but the 
principal belongs to the insur¬ 
ance company. 

In looking for the right type 
of plan in which to invest, 
Delaney suggests keeping 
four things in mind: 

Security of principal—Some 
plans offer a fixed rate of re¬ 
turn and therefore little or no 
risk. Others, such as invest¬ 
ment-type funds, may vary 
with the stock market. The 


potential for growth may be 
greater, but there also exists 
the risk of a loss. 

Rate of return—This has a 
crucial effect on the size of 
the fund at retirement This 
in turn, will determine the 
monthly income from the pen¬ 
sion-style annuity purchased. 
At an annual interest rate of 
sewn per cent, $1,000 invested 
each year for 20 years would 
amount to $43,900. At 10 per 
cent, the fund would be 
$63,000. This could mean a dif¬ 
ference of $200 in monthly an¬ 
nuity income. 

Flexibility—Some plans lock 
in the funds for a certain 
period or have stiff penalties 
for early removal. Often, the 


most flexible plans will pay a 
lower interest rate. Some in- 
s u r a n c e companies offer 
plans that are a form of life 
insurance, but they require a 
premium every year or the 
investment is lost. 

Fees and other costa—Most 
mutual funds have a commis¬ 
sion charge as high as nine 
per cent* payable as you buy 
into the fund. Many plans 
have “front-end loading”— 
that Is, a levy that is a one¬ 
time charge on what you 
invest This means the invest¬ 
ment must be left in a long 
time to recover the cost 
Other plans have flat-rate ad¬ 
ministration costs for deregis¬ 
tering a plan. 


A (Registered Home Owner¬ 
ship Savings Plan is available 
to anyone 18 and over who 
does not own residential prop¬ 
erty. Up to $1,000 may be de¬ 
posited in a plan in any one 
year with a limit of $10,000 
over 10 years or more. The 
amount deposited can be de¬ 
ducted from taxable income. 

If deregistered and not used 
to purchase a home or cottage 
or furnishings, the total 
amount of money cashed is 
added on to income for that 
year and is taxed. But the 
money may be transferred 
into an RRSP without being 
taxed. 

At death, if the beneficiary 
of an RRSP is the estate, the 


money will be transferred into 
the estate’s income for the 
current year and taxed on 
that basis. If the beneficiary 
is the spouse, there are sever¬ 
al options. The fund may be 
transferred into another 
RRSP, an annuity could be 
purchased immediately or all 
the proceeds could be taken in 
cash with the total being 
averaged over the last five 
years for tax purposes. 

Plans can also be purchased 
on behalf of a spouse subject 
to the same limits on con¬ 
tributions mentioned earlier. 
Although no more money can 
be contributed each year, the 
setting up of two plans can 
split future income. 

Mr. Delaney says it is im¬ 
portant to shop around before 
the Md^h 1 deadline.

The increase In the non- 
ftnancial sector "dwarfed all 
previous records,” said the 
Edmonton publisher. 

"Growth in this sector in 
1973 was just over 55.5 bil¬ 
lion.” 

The new foreign ownership 
figures showed total growth 
for the last two years "as the 
largest-ever increase, by far, 
for any two-year period in the 
history of Canada.” 

And he predicted that 1975 
and 1976 totals would be even 
higher 

But "even these enormous, 
annual increases are substan¬ 
tially understated.”

He says from 1783 to 178G 
Mozart earned about 10,000 
gulden a year, the equivalent 
today of $108,000. for his con¬ 
certs.

From three of his music 
students alone. Mozart col¬ 
lected a total of 800 gulden a 
year, or the equivalent today 
of 58,750. 

Even in the year he died, 
when his popularity hud sunk, 
he earned 1,900 gulden* or 
$20,400, without counting his 
income from his opeya The 
Magic Flute. 

“What did he do with this 
money?” Kraemer asks. He 
answers, “The musical ace 
was a gambler who lost at 
billiards and cards." 

He quotes Franz von Des- 
touches, a pupil of Haydn, as 
saying, “Mozart was a pas¬ 
sionate billiard player and he 
played badly. He played for 
high stakes, all night long.

Kraemer says the gambling 
losses caused the drop in Mo¬ 
zart’s popularity at the end 
of his life. He believes the 
rich and famous members of 
society’ who had supported 
him with huge sums of money 
began to consider him unwor¬ 
thy of their company and did 
not w»ant to help Mozart to 
throw* good money after bad.

Doctor campaign rejected; 
Get on with it—McClelland 


The Victoria Medical Society 
has failed to change Health 
Minister Robert McClelland's 
mind. Once again, he con¬ 
firmed his decision that the 
300-bed hoapital to replace 
Victoria General will be built 
on Helmcken Road. 

"What we are attempting to 
do is get a hospital built as 
quickly as possible to replace 
Victoria General," McClel¬ 
land 6aid. "1 don’t understand 
why, after the medical com¬ 
munity has been fully in¬ 
volved in the planning 
process, their minds have 
suddenly changed and there 
seems to be this new cam¬ 
paign.” 

The Victoria Medical Society 
and medical staff of Victoria 
General claim the 300-bed 
hospital (eventually to be 500 
beds) at Helmcken will split 
acute care facilities and less¬ 
en the quality of health care 
now provided. 

Scott Wallace (PC — Oak 
Bay) said he shared the con¬ 
cern of the doctors but also 
agreed that McClelland had 
little choice now but to push 
ahead with tlie new hospital 
plans. 

"It’s no secret that I think 
Helmcken is the wrong site.” 
Wallace said. "But now that 
he (McClelland) has made 
that decision we may as well 
get on with the job. That 
doesn’t mean I don’t think the 
doctors objecting don’t have a 
case. They do." 

But Wallace was critical of 
both the medical fraternity 
and the minister for pushing 


so hard for new acute-care fa¬ 
cilities. 

“I suppose people are sick 
and tired of hearing me say 
it, but when are we gong to 
stop looking at health care 
needs in isolation!" he asked. 

“The orphan of health care, 
the intermediate care hospi¬ 
tal, still remains ignored. 
How' long are we going to 
build acute-care beds to be 
abused? We need, and need 
desperately. intermediate- 
care beds so that the acute- 
care beds we have can be 
used for the purpose they 
were designed for. 

McClelland said the acute- 
care hospital problem had 
plagued four health ministers* 


(Eric 'Martin, Ralph Lolf- 
mark, Dennis Cocke and 
McGelland) and he was de¬ 
termined to end the debate 
and proceed with construc¬ 
tion. 

“That will commence just 
as quickly as possible,” he 
said. "Within the year. I 
hope. This hospital is long 
overdue and we are just going 
to get on withjtfie job.” 

Asked how long Helmcken 
and Victoria General would 
ojjerSte in tandem as acute- 
care units, McClelland said 
for at least five years. 

“We can’t give a firm fig¬ 
ure at this time," he said. 
“But Victoria General won’t 


Saanich sewage plan 
gets public hearing 


Some of Saanich’s sanita¬ 
tion trouble spots could be 
rectified later this year if a 
report presented Tuesday by 
municipal engineer Gifford 
Warren is adopted by council.

“This is a large sum rela¬ 
tive to money allocated to 
other areas and show's that j 
we appreciate the need to 
catch up in this area," he 
said. "But to completely 
transfer the Victoria General 
-*to the Helmcken Road site at 
this time would require an ad¬ 
ditional $20 million, funds 
which we do not have avail¬ 
able unless we reduce capital 
programs elsewhere." 

To go to 500 beds in one 
stage would cost local taxpay¬ 
ers $8 million, McGelland 
said. "I leave it to the local 
taxpayers to calculate what 
effect that would have on 
their mill rate.”

STRASBOURG (Reuter) — 
The British government ad¬ 
mitted Tuesday it had used 
torture techniques on de¬ 
tainees in Northern Ireland, 
but gave a solemn pledge to 
the European Court of Human 
Rights that it would never do 
so again. 

Attorney-General Sam Sil- 
kin gave the pledge in an ef¬ 
fort to persuade the Irish Re¬ 
public. to drop its proceedings 
against Britain. It is the first 
case of its kind to come be¬ 
fore the court. 

Silkin told the panel of 18 
black-robed judges that Brit¬ 
ish forces would never again 
use the "five techniques” of 
interrogation which the Irish 
government had complained 
Britain had employed be¬ 
tween 1971 and 1974.

said J. G. McAtee, deputy In¬ 
dianapolis police chief. "We 
are prepared to wait him out. 
If it takes two or three davs, 
OK.” 

The manager of the building 


said between 130-140 persons 
were evacuated, but some had 
refused to leave. 

Hall is a director of Meridi¬ 
an Mortgage Co., a firm from 
which Kiritsis borrowed the 
money three years ago to de¬ 
velop a shopping centre on 17 
acres of land west of here. No 
work has been done yet on the 
development. 

Jan Giese, a television re¬ 
porter, telephoned the gun¬ 
man shortly after he arrived, 
but he refused to talk to her.

Arsenic waste: Peril in permafrost 


OTTAWA (CP) - Environ¬ 
ment Minister Romeo Le- 
Blanc said Tuesday there is 
government concern about ar¬ 
senic waste buried in mine 
shafts at Yellowknife, N.W.T. 

He said in the Commons 
that the concern stems from 
the fact that the wraste is 
buried in areas of permafrost. 
He indicated there is a poten¬ 
tial danger of the permafrost 
thawing, allowing the arsenic 
to leak from the shafts. 


Reports from Yellowknife 
earlier in the day said Giant 
Yellowknife- mine, which pro¬ 
duces gold, has stored 300,000 
Ions of arsenic waste in un¬ 
derground shafts. The storage 
began about four years ago 
when it was found that too 
much arsenic was being emit¬ 
ted into.-the air and the com¬ 
pany started catching it in 
bags. 

Dr. Ron Wallace, a federal 
environmentalist, said in a 
1974 report that the arsenic 


storage situation at the mine 
could be one of the most 
serious pollution threats in thaj* < 
Northwest Territories. < 

Wallace said in the report he 
was "rather surprised and 
disappointed” no government 
agencies had studied the arse¬ 
nic threat despite the urging 
of various government ex¬ 
perts. 

Erland Bengts, a federal 
mining inspector, also wrote a 
report about three years ago 
in which he called for a 


$175,000 study of the per¬ 
mafrost around the arsenic 
storage site, which contained 
enough of the poison to kill 
the world’s population four 
times over. 

Bengts apparently thought 
when he wrote the memo that 
Giant Yellowknife would close 
its gold mine by May, 1975. 

He said if the mine closed 
and if the permafrost was 
"less than perfect," ground 
water would enter the arsenic 
storage areas and dissolve the 


chemical pollutant within 
three to six years. 

The dissolved arsenic would 
be discharged into a fresh 
water system and a "most 
serious condition" could de¬ 
velop. 

LeBlanc, answering opposi¬ 
tion questions, said an envi¬ 
ronment department official 
had told the territorial water 
board about the potential 
danger of underground 
storage. The official had in¬ 
sisted that a condition of re¬ 


newal of the mining com¬ 
pany’s waste licence be that 
“the problem be focussed 
on." 

The waste is being put into 
mined-out shafts above areas 
that still are being mined. 

The Yellowknife reports 
said the waste does not 
present an immediate prob¬ 
lem as long as it is watched 
carefully. However. there 
were fears that when the 
mine eventually closes. It will 
flood.

LONDON (CP) — One 
Labor party worker says the 
former Marcia Williams, nee# 
Lady Falkender. was “a cross 
we had to bear.” 

Another said he once picked 
up the screaming Lady Fal¬ 
kender and hurled her across 
the room ‘‘to shut her ftp.” 

Memories of many aides of 
Sir Harold Wilson were 
jogged by the attack against 
Wilson’s former private secre¬ 
tary in a newspaper serializa¬ 
tion of a bode written by Joe 
Haines, who was press secre¬ 


tary to Wilson when he was 
prime minister. 

Britain's newspapers seized 
on disclosure of the feud, giv¬ 
ing headline treatment to the 
punch-up between Haines and 
the fiery Lady Falkender who 
played a key role in Wilson’s 
office. 

Now a columnist in The 
Daily Mirror, Haines has con¬ 
tinued his attack, saying in a 
second instalment of the seri¬ 
alization that the former Mar¬ 
cia Williams was bad-tem¬ 
pered, bullying others in 
Downing Street and that she 
often rearranged seating 


plans at formal dinners to en¬ 
sure her place next to movie 
stars or her escort of the eve¬ 
ning. 

It all began with the allega¬ 
tion by Haines that Lady Fal¬ 
kender drafted the original 
version of the honors list an¬ 
nounced when Sir Harold re¬ 
tired as prime minister last 
March. 

Criticism and scorn were 
heaped on the choice of recip¬ 
ients, who included movie 
producers, comedians and old 
friends of the Labor party. 

Within hours of the story’s 
appearance, the conflict had 


grown with Sir Harold himself 
drawn into the allegations of 
treachery, temper tantrums 
and double dealing. 

Lady Falkender remained 
secluded from the reporters 
gathering at her doorstep. But 
she sent out a note, handed to 
reporters by her sister—who 
became a Member of the 
Order of the British Empire

“We were told not to 
move and they impounded our 
vehicles. 

“For the next two days we 
just stayed there,” she said. 
“We couldn’t move. We 
couldn't communicate with 
anyone. We didn’t know what 
was happening. The police 
just stayed and watched us 
with their rifles. They didn’t 
speak.” 

Nearly 200 more stranded 
tourists have been airlifted 
out of Tanzania by a special 
jumbo jet flight in a growing 
exodus of foreigners from the 
east African nation. 

‘They were always around 
with their rifles,” Block said. 
“They were not physically 
threatening, but their very 
presence was alarming.” 

After a two-day ordeal in 
their hotel, the group of some 
15 Americans was bundled 
into a convoy of vehicles and 
motored for two days across 
northern Tanzania. 

“It was like a prison con¬ 
voy,” Mrs. Black said. 
"There was a police car in 
front, a police car in the rear 
and policemen sitting in most 
cars. Every so often they 
would stop and count vehicles 
and people. 

“The last day, until we 
reached Nairobi on a special 
plane, wq^ didn’t have any 
food or water.” 


Worst in-flight crash 


Air controllers blamed 


BELGRADE (Reuter) — 
Eight flight controllers at Yu¬ 
goslavia’s Zagreb airport 
were charged Tuesday with 
causing the world’s worst in¬ 
flight plane collision in which 
176 people died. 

The crash last September 
between a British Airways 
Trident and a Yugoslav DC-9 
high over Yugoslavia on Sept. 
10 killed everybody aboard 
the two airliners. 

Zagreb’s deputy public 
prosecutor said the eight con¬ 
trollers had been charged* 
with committing grave of¬ 
fences against public safety 
and being responsible for all 
the deaths. 

The DC-9 took off from the 
Adriatic port of Split and was 
flying to Cologne. West Ger¬ 


many. when it collided with 
the British airliner, which 
was en route to Istanbul from 
London. 

The charges alleged that 
the first accused, controller 
Gradimir Tasic, had failed to 
apply the regulations pre¬ 
scribed for keeping the planes 
on separate courses. 

Prosecutor Slobodan Ta- 
tarac said Tasic had also 
been late in recognizing that a 
“collision situation existed.” 
The prosecutor said the con¬ 
troller “‘did not take precise 
measures to prevent the 
crash.” 

The chief of Zagreb flight 
control. Ante Delic, and the 
head of regional flight control, 
Milan Munjas, were charged 
with negligence in performing 


their professional duties. They 
were accused of failing to en¬ 
sure that their subordinates 
carried out standard regula¬ 
tions. 

The prosecutor said that 
Delic and Munjas did not en¬ 
sure that standard phraseolo¬ 
gy and terminology in English 
was used by Zagreb con¬ 
trollers in giving instructions 
to the pilots. 

The prosecutor said the 
other five controllers were 
charged with various forms of 
negligence, including arriving 
late for work, leaving their 
posts before replacements 
came, failing to help Tasic 
when he was obviously over¬ 
loaded with work and omit¬ 
ting to pass on essential infor¬ 
mation to their colleagues.

versity of Victoria Tuesday 
making a plea for national 
unity. 

Ouellet told some 200 stu¬ 
dents and faculty members 
nationhood would have a bet¬ 
ter chance of survival if Ca¬ 
nadians shed their narrow re¬ 
gional thinking and roamed 
the land in an effort to get to 
know one another. He also 
saw a need for various levels 
of government to make such 
travel easier by reduced air 
fares and charters. 

“If I could make a wish it 
be that all of you in the 
near future had a chance to 
visit all of Canada,” he said. 
“Canadians, while talking 
about their COtatry. don’t 
know enough about It.” 

He said the question of se¬ 
paratism brought such "un¬ 
fortunate” replies as: “I don’t 
care — I don’t give a damn.” 

Calling such an attitude 
tragic, he said: “I think no 
one in Canada should turn hhs 
back on this country without 
making an effort to discover 
it.” 

There were times during his 
address and in answering 
questions that he found fault 
with his own federal govern¬ 
ment and provincial adminis¬ 


trations for some of the ills 
that stood in the way of unity. 

To a student complaining of 
Ottawa insensitivity to Mifist- 
<em problems, Oufcttet said: “I 
agree. There is much to do 
enhance the position. I think 
we will have to come here 
more often to talk to you, as I 
am doing today. Rather this 
than always having a grand 
design for Canada.” 

He ticked the provincial 
governments off on two counts 
— for wanting too much 
power and for wanting to take 
the credit for too many things 
that were done through feder¬ 
al initiative. 

Ouellet has become a key 
figure in the fight against se¬ 
paratism through his role as 
federal Liberal election cam¬ 
paign chairman in Quebec. 

He assured his young audi¬ 
ence that it will be chiefly the 
young he will be turning to in 
his efforts to find winning Lib¬ 
eral candidates in the prov¬ 
ince Premier Rene Levesque 
is steering toward separa¬ 
tism. 

There was a time, he admit¬ 
ted, when he. too, could easily 
have joined the Parti Quebe- 
cois. This was during his uni¬ 
versity years (he’s now 38) 
when “everyone in school” 
appeared to be pro-separatist. 

Had he taken the short step 
in that direction he might well 
have been a Parti Quebecois 


cabinet minister today, Ouel¬ 
let said. 

“But I made the other 
choice, which I submit to you 
at the moment was a difficult 
choice to make. 

“Deep in my heart I felt 
this was not a courageous 
thing to do, that it was quit¬ 
ting — quitting something 
that belong to me — quitting 
something that belongs to all 
my friends and neighbors.” 

As an illustration of his feel¬ 
ings, he said this was his first 
visit to Victoria and that he 
felt “at home here because I 
feel it is part of my country. 

To have turned away from 
national unity as a student

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, the “past history of my peo¬ 
ple,” he said. 

“It would have meant giv¬ 
ing the rest of Canada away 
to the anglophones,” he 
quipped, “and I didn’t want to 
give it to the anglophones.” 

The comment brought a 
burst of laughter. But Ouellet 
said his real thinking had 
been to preserve all of Cana¬ 
da for all Canadians. 

National pride had flared 
and died after centennial cele¬ 
brations in 1967 and after the 
first dynamic Canada-Russian 
hockey series, he said. Its de¬ 
cline was brought about un¬ 
wittingly by people every¬ 
where .caught up In notliing 
but regional concern. 

As a result, Ottawa and 
central government were 
usually under attack from the 
various regions.

Erickson's winning steelhead was heaviest of a trio he 
caught in two successive days of fly fishing — the others 
being a 10.2-pounder and a nine-pounder.

N*ti n ' , t. heaviest ste^h^d ever entered in the 22 years of 
Kin" Ktehermen compeb fS ons. And he won Prince crests in 
six of the seven categories. 


That adds up to an impressive record, but he has stiff 
competition from all across Canada for the Garcia Canadian 
Angler of the Year Award. 

All nominees wfll receive a suitably inscribed plaque and 
the winner and spouse (or whomever) will be Garcia's guests 
during the Toronto Sportsmen’s Show, at which time the for¬ 
mal presentation will be made by Garcia president Albert 
Plsapio. 

Another nominee from among King Fisherman Contest 
winners was Tam Kelly, 223 Suzanne, View Royal, who land¬ 
ed a 55-pound chinook by drift fishing with a 114-ounce 
Pirken lure in 20 feet of water off Saanichton Spit. He was 
using 20-pound-test leader and drift fishing from a 17%-foot 
boat. 

Also nominated was Clue Milton, Suite 402-929 Esquimalt 
Road, who caught a 58-pound chinook off Otter Point, second 
biggest chinook ever entered in the King Fisherman Contest 
and heaviest sports caught salmon ever recorded from lower 
Island waters. 

Their competition across Canada includes: 

• Dr. G. L. Silvers of Sherbrooke, Nova Scotia, who 
lnnded a 28.2-pound Atlantic salmon from St. Mary’s River on 
a 10-foot, six-ounce glass rod, backed by a weight forward 10 
floating line, an elghtrpound-test leader and a No. 2 dry fly. 

• Ralph Tuttle, of Truro, who took a 26.4-pound Atlantic 
salmon from Nova Scotia’s St. Mary’s River on a No. 2 Cos- 
saiboom wet fly and an eight-foot laminated fly rod he made 
himself, plus seven otheT fish heavier than 16 pounds. 

• Sixteen-year-old Norman Bakom of Paradise, Nova 
Scotia, who landed a 47 pound, cleaned, bass from the An¬ 
napolis River on 20-rpound-test line. 

• Robert Henry Taylor of Vancouver, who landed a 
22-pound steelhead in the Dean River, B.C., on a No. 2 Skink 
fly, 12-pound-test leader and a 4V4-ounce Orvis rod. 

• Fourteen-year-old Cameron MacGregor of Red Deer, 
who set an Alberta record with a three-pound lOounce yellow 
perch on bobber and smelt in Sylvan Lake. 

• Dale Parker, of Hudson Bay, who caught a 17.9-pound 
rainbow trout in Saskatchewan’s Piporell Lake, using 12- 
pound-test monofilament and trolling with a Mac’s Squid 
plug. 

• Sixteen-year-old Jim Bridgeman of Ontario’s Honey 
Harbor in Georgian Bay, who landed a 45-pound musky while 
fishing all alone in a small boat. 

• Ralph Dempsey of Shilo, Manitoba, Mho caught a 
13.4-pound rainbow in Lake William on small Flatfish, 10- 
pound-test line, a Garcia Mitchell reel and Berkley rod. It 
was Manitoba’s heaviest fish of 1976. 

• Rad Weaver, of Burlington. Ontario, who caught more 
salmon and more prize fish than anyone else in that area dur¬ 
ing 1976, including a 22.3-pound salmon that won him $500; a 
13.12-pound coho that won him boat and gear valued at $7,500. 

• Walter J. Sawicki, of Melfort, Saskatchewan, who 
stalked and caught a 30.6-pound northern pike at Wapata 
Lake in far northern Saskatchewan on 12-pound-test line and 
No. 2 Len Thompson spoon. 

That all adds up to a variety of good fishing from waters 
across Canada and judges are going jto have a difficult time 
selecting the winner, who will be announced in a couple of 
weeks.

Ross said raising rabbits 
can be a profitable hobby if 
managed properly for people 
living on small acreages be¬ 
cause they require a small 
space, are clean and easily 
cared for.

Moreau becomes director 


Austria lures 
movie-makers 



VIENNA (Reuter)—-With 
dozens of baroque palaces and 
lots of Old World charm to 
offer, Vienna is bidding to be¬ 
come central Europe’s film 
capital. 

American producers have 
used the city for several re¬ 
cent films, reviving a modest 
Austrian industry that seemed 
doomed only two years ago. 

Blg-name stars have ap¬ 
peared in Austrian-based pro¬ 
ductions, and the cameras are ( 
ready to roll for six interna¬ 
tional films in 1977. 

The Austrian government, 
backing the project with a 
$2.S-million subsidy, hopes the 
films will help put Vienna 
back on the tourist map. 

The money has gone into 
modernizing the rambling, 
rundown suburban studios of 
Wien-Film, a state-owned en¬ 
terprise where the only films 
made in 10 years were televi¬ 
sion serials and documenta¬ 
ries. 

The Vienna film industry, 
with a 60-year tradition, had 
its heyday between the world 
wars. 

Its biggest post-war success 
was The Third Man, a mys¬ 
tery epic made by the late 
British producer Carol Reed 
in 1949. Set in the twilight 
world of Soviet-occupied Vien¬ 
na, it made zither music and 
the haunting Third Man 
Theme famous. 

Vienna studios produced 
more than 100 German-lan¬ 
guage films a year in the 
1920s. There was a revival 
after the Second World War 
when 300 feature films were 
made in 20 years. By 1956, 
production had slumped to 36. 
In 1974, only four big films 
were made. 

The revival is due almost 
single handedly to a 35-year- 
old former cameraman, Heinz 
Iazek, a pugnacious chain¬ 
smoking boxer’s son who runs 
Wien-Film. 

Iazek pestered the Austrian 
finance ministry into provid¬ 
ing funds for the studios and 
used native charm and a soft 
sell to get American produc¬ 
ers to Vienna. 

‘‘The German-speaking 
gentlemen of the film busi¬ 
ness didn’t take me seriously 


but for the Americans I was a 
partner right away,” he 
said. 

Iazek started in the film 
business carrying tea and 
glasses of wine for the stars. 
He spent a year in Hollywood, 
“to gete to grips with the mys¬ 
tique.” 

As director of Wien-Film, 
earning $400 a week, he was 
given the job of revitalizing 
the moribund Austrian 
studios. 

Iazek said films produced in 
Austria are no cheaper than 
elsewhere, but that the 
country has great advantages 
for foreign producers. 

"We have a beautiful land¬ 
scape, we have the back¬ 
ground of innumerable castles 
and monasteries," Iazek said. 

"We make real use of the 
countryside. Often it’s unnec¬ 
essary to build up an expen¬ 
sive backdrop in our studios.” 

With spectacular Alpine 
scenery, horse-drawn car¬ 
riages that still ply Vienna’s 
streets and the medieval look 
of many„villages, Austria is a 
cameraman’s dream. 

Austrian backgrounds have 
been used to recreate Russian 
snow scenes, Alaskan wastes 
and even wild west country.

NEW YORK — To actress 
Jeanne Moreau, filmmaking 
came easy. 

"It seems strange that I am 
always asked why I chose to 
direct,” she remarks, refer¬ 
ring to her movie LAtmiere, 
which she also wrote. 
“Through all my rela¬ 
tionships with films and direc¬ 
tors, It seems so clear that I 
was always completely con¬ 
cerned with the films them¬ 
selves, not only with my 
image or the way my charac¬ 
ter would come out at the 
end. 

"So it’s as though I’ve been 
working and blooming in 
films since 1949, just to get 
ready and be ripe enough to 
do my own. That’s the way 
I’ve lived it....” 

The quietly dramatic Lu- 
miere is the episodic story of 
an actress and her friends — 
a subject Moreau knows in¬ 
timately, having starred in a 
long list of memorable pro¬ 
ductions on screen and stage. 

Her films include Jules and 
Jim, The Lovers, The Trial, 
and The Last Tycoon. She has 
worked with filmmakers as 
varied as Francois Truffaut, 
Orson Welles, Louis Malle, 
Martin Ritt, Michelangelo An¬ 
tonioni, Luis Bunuel, Joseph 
Losey, and Elia Kazan. 

She has handled every for¬ 
mat from western (Monte 
Walsh) to comedy (Viva 
Maria). And all this without 
abandoning the stage, where 
Parisians have seen her in of¬ 
ferings from Oat on a Hot Tin 
Roof to last season’s Lulu. 

Her first wish to make a 
film of her awn budded nine 
years ago, and a definite deci¬ 
sion came six years later. 
Then her accumulated notes 
became a 900-page script, 
which became 600 pages, 
which were finally whittled to 
140 pages. 

"To say there is a plot 
would be to lie," explains the 
actress, "and I don’t have to 
lie ... ” 

Moreau stresses the highly 
personal nature of her first 
directorial effort, and the fact 
that her script stems from 
her own knowledge and expe¬ 
rience. "My notes were relat¬ 
ed to special characters.” she 
says, "and related to the at¬ 
traction between men and 
women: What is the need, 
what is so-called love? 

“And I had notes about act¬ 
ing, creation, death. I also 
wanted to shdw a profound 
and: endless relationship be¬ 
tween two women. ... So I 
made a film about things that 
were important to me.” 

In discussing her film, 
Moreau gives the impression 
that she is also discussing 
herself. She seems eager to 
dispel any illusion that artists 
live different or privileged 
lives. “Usually people think 
artists live a special life away 
from day-today problems. 
But this is not true. . . . 


"We have the same tears, 
unfulfilled desires, pain. We 
might deal with them in a dif¬ 
ferent way, but pains and dis¬ 
appointments are hard to 
cope with. ... I wanted this 
to be in my film, too.” 

In fashioning the visual style 
of Lumiere, Moreau again 
took an intensely personal ap¬ 
proach, based on her percep¬ 
tions as a woman. f, l was 
thinking of the impressionist 
painters," she recalls, "be¬ 
cause the framing and lighting 
effects were so often interior. 

"Women live inside houses. 
For a woman it’s important if 
a door is open or closed, and 
it’s the same with windows, 
lights. The relationship be¬ 
tween a woman and the world 
is bom inside the house." 

By contrast, "a man’s life 
moves outside the house,” 
and that's a big reason for sex 
inequality in the movies, in¬ 
cluding the scarcity of strong 
roles for women. "There’s no 
limit for a man, just the hori¬ 
zon," Moreau muses. 

"So now audiences want;/vi¬ 
olence, adventure ... as long 
a s men directors and 
screenwriters don’t want to 
relate intimately with nature, 
there won’t be strong, valu¬ 
able women’s parts. Even 
when there are big women’s 
parts they are hysterical 
characters, or they drink, 
they are off-balance. That’s 
the only adventure that can 
be imagined for a woman?” 
she concludes incredulously. 

Yet she holds hope for the 
future. "Change is the way of 
the world .. . with cinema it’s 
the same thing. There has 
been dominance by the strong 
drives of men. who perhaps 
have felt a need to escape the 
powerful influence of women 
in their lives,” she continues 
ironically, “and lately they 
have decided to speak about 
themselves. But nothing lasts 

The problems are rife, she 
admits. "Film is an industry 
as well as an art. Bankers 
don’t give money to women; 
men don’t even give money to 
their wives, except to do the 
shopping, and even then they 
worry you will buy a dress in¬ 
stead. 

"If Lumiere does well, 
maybe others will follow, and 
then bankers will allow 
women to make films. They 
will do this because it’s an¬ 
other way for them to make 
money, not because they 
know these women have to 
speak; but I don’t mind if 
others make money off ^ me, 
there’s no avoiding it...” 

Moreau recalls that some 
other directors were shocked 
or resentful at the news that 
she was going to direct. "I 
hope in five years we can 
laugh at all this talk about 
men and women directors,” 
she says. "After all, there are 
only directors.” 

In any event, she now finds 
herself in the flattering posi¬ 
tion of being bothered by new¬ 


comers looking for advice. 

"There’s room for every¬ 
body," she says hopefully. "If 
you want it badly, you’ll 
make it.” Yet she notes that 
of 53 new and young directors 
given monetary grants recent¬ 
ly by the French government, 
only four finished films were 
expected. 

"It’s not only the luck 
the money, but also the wil 
power; and that has to last 
more than a week. Each time 
you cross an obstacle there 
will be another; and don’t try 
to imagine how many there 
are going to be!” 

Moreau felt prepared to 
overcome those obstacles be¬ 
cause of her long-time unique 
practice of never leaving the 
set of a movie she was in, 
thus learning and observing 
even when she wasn’t actively 
working. 

While directing she also 
stayed on the set, since her 
"weight of authority” was 
needed, and she felt a need to 
earn visibly any authority she 
weilded. She also followed 
studio mogul David O. Selz- 
nick’s famous advice to write 
down all instructions to the 
crew rather than rely on 
mere speech. 

These were some of her se¬ 
crets in constructing a film 
based less on her appreciation 
of other films than on "music, 
painters, writers, actors,” 
and a lifetime of experience. 


Mcreau is now preparing a 
film about a city family that 
visits a. village in the centre 
of France during the two 
weeks before war was de¬ 
clared in 1939. Later she may 
direct for the stage, "but not 
yet.” And she will continue to 
act, guided by her usual poli¬ 
cy of choosing a role accord¬ 
ing to who the director is. 

"When I wrote the final 
script of Lumiere,” says the 
finely intelligent Moreau in 
her excellent English, "I had 
in mind a line from Jean-Ren¬ 
oir’s Rules of the Game. He 
plays a part in it. and at one 
point he says, ‘You see, my 
old pal, what is terrible in life 
is that everybody has. his rea¬ 
sons.’ ” 

Jeanne Moreau has her rea¬ 
sons, too, and in her new¬ 
found director’s hat has found 
a new way to express them as 
positive forces through her fa¬ 
vorite mass medium.

Moscow feels pulse 
of electronic music 


MOSCOW (AP) — The sign 
on the door in a small side 
street reads, "Experimental 
Studio for Electronic Music." 
Inside laser-generated shafts 
of color play across the room 
and a young man in demin 
twists the dials of a sophis¬ 
ticated electronic synthesizer. 

"I have the feeling 
that the Soviet Union is 
really ready for electronic 
music and that nothing is 
going to hold it back,” said 
U.S. composer John Eaton as 
he completed a recent concert 
tour here.

"There’s still a government 
policy that electronic music is 
too decadent, but they’re not 
going to be able to keep that 
alive much longer. People are 
too eager.” 

Avant-garde music, includ¬ 
ing music generated by elec¬ 
tronic synthesizers, has for 
many years been officially 
frowned on in the Soviet 
Union. 

But the electronic music 
studio, which has existed 
quietly in the centre of Mos¬ 
cow since 1959, is bubbling 
with creative ferment, and 
the eager reception which Ea¬ 
ton found convinced him that 
Russian music is on the 
threshold of a step forward. 

"Everywhere I went .there 
was interest and enthusiasm 
in my music,” said Eaton, a 
music professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Indiana who per¬ 
forms with a small synthe¬ 
sizer and with hammers and 
brushes on the insides of a 
piano. 

He said the experimental 
composers here are "about 
five years behind what we are 
doing in the West.” But he 
added he was impressed that 
in Moscow, where even rock 
music is still viewed with sus¬ 
picion,. "they are actually 


doing it, and doing it in a way 
that’s aware of fairly recent 
developments in the West.” 

At Moscow’s electronic 
music studio, which tries to 
keep a low profile to avoid 
bringing official criticism, the 
British-made synthesizer lets 
out an electronic hum, then 
birds begin to twitter, water 
drips and bubbles, strings 
twang, and eerie melodies fill 
the room from somewhere out 
in the milky way.

Two confidential provincial 
government studies have con¬ 
cluded that B.C. should push 
for the development of a 
major oil tanker port at Port 
Angeles, Wash., rather than 
at Kitimat. 

The reports, prepared by 
the environment and land use 
secretariat, said a prelimi¬ 
nary analysis "would appear 
to indicate that Port Angeles 
is a preferable alternative to 
Kitimat from B.C.’s point of 
view." 

TTie environmental risks of 
the Kitimat project "do not 
appear to outweigh other 
benefits." one report says, 
and the Port Angeles pro¬ 
posal, ''’‘apart from initial 
high cost, appears to be the 
best proposal for B.C. and 
Washington state." 

Both ports have been pro¬ 
posed as the West Coast ter¬ 
minal of new pipeline projects 
to carry Alaskan and Middle 
.- East oil to U.S. midwestem 
markets. 

Detailed environmental in¬ 
formation on the Kitimat area 
on the north coast is almost 
non-existent, one report said, 
and no final decision should 


be made until the fed&Pal gov¬ 
ernment makes a complete 
analysis of "energy, economic 
and environmental implica¬ 
tions of the project." 

The reports compare the 
two sites on the basis of the 
risk of an oil spill, difficulties 
in controlling a spill, environ¬ 
mental risks and economic 
costs and benefits. 

The factor most favoring 
Kitimat is the 5500-million to 
5600 -mil lion cost of building a 
pipeline to the site, the stu¬ 
dies said. 

A pipeline to Port Angeles 
would cost about $1 billion. 

One study said Kitimat, on 
the other hand, presents 
"maximum approach prob¬ 
lems" with more than 1,000 
miles of the province’s coast¬ 
line exposed to possible spills. 
Fewer than 50 miles of pro¬ 
vincial coast would be direct¬ 
ly vulnerable to a spill in the 
approaches to Port Angeles. 

One of the' main problems, 
said the study, is the ap¬ 
proaches to the Kitimat site, 
which narrow' to one mile and 
include at least eight shoals. 

At Port Angeles, the nar- 
rowest point on the approach 
is 10 miles wide and only one 
reef threatens tankers.

Single stocks are poor, 
weedy things, unwanted in 
any garden, yet it is impossi¬ 
ble to buy seeds guaranteed 
to produce nothing but double 
flowers. Every packet of 
stock seeds will yield a mixed 
bag — mostly doubles but

Timothy Leary has ways of 
making his own space, and I 
am not especially eager to 
give him any here, but I am 
bemused by his prediction 
that mankind’s next great 
frontier will be Out There. 

It isn’t a particularly daring 
or imaginative prediction. Sci¬ 
entists consider the construc¬ 
tion and peopling of space 
capsules practical and immi¬ 
nent.

“He says that before long 
people will be living on plat¬ 
forms, out in space.”

“It would have to be a plas¬ 
tic world. Plastic grass, plas¬ 
tic trees, plastic flowers. T 
couldn't stand it. Neither 
could you.” 

“Oh. I don’t know.”

always a small proportion of 
singles — and if you don’t get 
them sorted out while they 
are still very tiqy, you waste 
a lot of work, greenhouse 
space and energy growing the 
unwanted singles, destined to 
be scrapj»ed. 

Botanically, stocks are in¬ 
teresting ' and somewhat un¬ 
usual in the plant world, for 
their double I lowers are com¬ 
pletely double, not just par¬ 
tially so as with most doubles, 
and in consequence, they can¬ 
not produce any seeds at all. 
All double stocks must be 
grown from seeds taken from 
single-flowered plants, and 
this poses something of a 
problem to the home gardener 
who raises her own plants 
from seeds. 

This is an old problem to 
poultrymen — the separation 
of males from females In 
newly hatched chicks before a 
lot of expensive feed is wast¬ 
ed on the unwanted roosters. 
At one time, the only solution 
was the employment of a 
highly paid Japanese chick- 
sexer who used secret tech¬ 
niques for distinguishing and 


culllftg the males from a 
batch of day-old chicks. Now¬ 
adays, breeds have been 
evolved in which there are 
distinct color differences be¬ 
tween male and female 
chicks. Similar solutions have 
been found for culling the un¬ 
wanted singles from* a batch 
of seedling stocks. 

In one class of stocks known 
as the Hansdn Doubles, the 
coloring of the first true 
leaves indicate quite surely 
which seedlings should be 
saved and which discarded. 

'Hie seeds are germinated 
in heat under glass, then 
when the seedling plants aye 
half an inch tall, they are 
chilled to 8 degrees C. for 
three days. At this stage, the 
plants which will produce dou¬ 
ble flowers will have pale 
green leaves, while the un¬ 
wanted singles are much 
darker. 

Another race called the Try- 
somic stocks was developed 
by Dr. H. B. Frost of Cornell 
University. These seeds, 
which are much more expen¬ 
sive than the run-of-the-mill 
kinds, will produce a much 


higher percentage of doubles 
even without any culling — 
usually running around 86 per 
cent. Then, when the see¬ 
dlings are in their four-leaf 
stage, the few singles that 
show up can be distinguished 
bv their weaker growth and 
thinner stems. 

The Hanson stocks stand 
about 18 inches tall and come 
in various shades of pink, 
blue, red, yellow and white. 
Trysomic Giant Imperial 
stocks are early blooming, 
with a branching habit of 
growth, standing 2V4 feet tall. 
Trysomic Pacific Pink is a 
socialized cut-flower stock, 
non-branching and showing a 
true, clean pink shade even 
under artificial light, without 
the usual trace of lavender in 
its coloring. 

Trysomic seven-week stocks 
are very early indeed, bloom¬ 
ing in only seven to eight 
weeks after sowing, and mak¬ 
ing bushy, base-branching 
plants, 15 inches tall, that 
keep on blooming all summer 
long if the faded flowers are 
kept picked off before they 
can set seed.

“The musical ace 
was a gambler who lost at 
billiards and cards.” 

He quotes Franz von Des- 
tbuches. a pupil of Haydn, as 
saying, “Mozart was a pas¬ 
sionate billiard player and he 
played badly. He played for 
high stakes, all night long. He 
was very frivolous. His wife 
tolerated it." 

Kraemer grants that the 
medical bills of Mozart's sick 
wife were high and that Mo¬ 
zart spent large‘sums on ex¬ 
travagant clothes, luxurious 
dwellings and precision 
watches, bul he says these ex¬ 
penditures cannot account for 
his financial ruin. 

He said Mozart made veiled 
references in letters in his 
last years to his gambling 
vice, referring to it as “inop¬ 
portuneness” and “certain 
matters.” 

Kraemer says the gambling 
losses caused the drop in Mo¬ 
zart's popularity at the end 
of his life. He believes the 
rich and famous members of 
society who had supported

Victoria’s 200 inside workers 
will have been sold out by an 
inept bargaining team, a Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em¬ 
ployees' spokesman said Mon¬ 
day. 

Daryl Anderson said the 
CUPE local covering the in¬ 
side workers had not only 
asked for and received an 
offer within the Anti-Inflation 
Board guidelines, but had bar¬ 
gained away cost-of-living 
protection. 

The attack on the quick 
tentative agreement un¬ 
derlines the strain that has 
developed on the relationship 
between the major block of 
seven CUPE locals and the in¬ 
side workers’ local, which de¬ 
cided some time ago to bar¬ 
gain on its own. 

Anderson is official s|x>kes- 
man for the seven-local joint 
bargaining committee, which 
represents some 2,000 muni¬ 
cipal. capital region and 
school board employees. 

Like others attached to the 
larger group, he denies that 
the tentative agreement with 
its increase of slightly more 
than six per cent will set a 
pattern. 

The others, he said, will 
stick to the depiand for a 
package increase 'of 10Mi to 11 
per cent. There is some confu¬ 
sion over the figure. Accord¬ 
ing to the Greater Victoria 
Labor Relations Association, 
bargaining arm for the core 
municipalities, the total wage 
and benefits increase would 
be about 20 per cent 

Rick Doyle, president of the 
fnside workers’ local, defends 
the tentative agreement as a 
good one. It is being recom¬ 
mended to the membership 
Wednesday. He said the bar¬ 
gaining committee is particu¬ 
larly happy with the fact the 
contract would be for one 
year and not two, as original¬ 
ly pro|K>sed by GVLRA. This 
would undoubtedly win a one- 
year package for the other 
locals, he said 

The increase, according to 
Doyle, is larger than It would 


appear because of one other 
feature. He said $50.24 in ac- 
cumulated cost-of-living 
money from the 1975-76 agree¬ 
ment is added to the new 
wage scale before the six per¬ 
cent hike is calculated. 

In effect, it would mean 
that an inside worker with a 
pay scale of $950 a month 
would have the six per cent 
calculated on $1,000 a month. 
Doyle said the six per cent 
feature is also added to other 
benefits. 

But Anderson and others 
from the seven-local block say 
there is a vital clause in the 
memorandum of agreement 


stipulating that COLA provi¬ 
sions for 1977 be “deleted 
forthwith.” This, they said, 
meant, that any rise in the 
cost of living this year would 
not be matched in payment 
and that the local would have 
to re-negotiale a COLA clause 
in its next conti-act. 

“They (inside workers’ bar¬ 
gainer?) may not have known 
they were going the retrogres¬ 
sive route when they-kissed 
their COLA goodbye,” Ander¬ 
son said. 

He referred to the bargain¬ 
ing team as “nothing more 
than an acceptance commit¬ 
tee.” 


council approved a land-use 
contract that will allow devel¬ 
oper Ken Wall to accommo¬ 
date up to 300 students in the 
old college building.

■ . heads probe 


‘Never 


again 


British

STRASBOURG (Reuter) 

The British government ad¬ 
mitted Tuesday it had used 
torture techniques on de¬ 
tainees in Northern Ireland, 
but gave a solemn pledge to 
the European Court of Human 
Rights that it would never do 
so again. 

Attorney-General Sam Sil- 
kin gave the pledge in an ef¬ 
fort to persuade the Irish Re¬ 
public to drop its proceedings 
against Britain. It is the first 
case of its kind to come be¬ 
fore the court. 

Silkin told the panel of 18 
black-robed judges that Brit¬ 
ish forces would never again 
use the “five techniques” of 
interrogation which the Irish 
government had complained 
Britain had employed be¬ 
tween 1971 and 1974. 

These are hooding a prison¬ 
er. harassing him with noise, 
putting him on a bread and 
water diet, depriving him of 
sleep and making him lean 
against a wall for long 
periods, off balance with 
arms outstretched. 

The preliminary hearing, 
which is scheduled to con¬ 
clude today after legal ar¬ 
guments by commission dele¬ 
gates, is designed to establish 
the scope of the court’s juris¬ 
diction regarding the Irish 
complaint. Unless Ireland de¬ 
cides to drop its case in the 
light of Silkin’s pledge, the 
court will meet again — prob¬ 
ably in April — to discuss spe¬ 
cific accusations of ill-treat¬ 
ment.

Arsenic waste: Peril in permafrost 


OTTAWA (CP) Environ¬ 
ment Minister Romeo Le- 
Blanc said Tuesday there is 
government concern about ar¬ 
senic waste buried in mine 
shafts at Yellowknife, N.W.T. 

He said in the Commons 
that the concern stems from 
the fact that the waste is 
buried in areas of permafrost 
He indicated there is a p.)ten- 
tial danger of the permafrost 
lhawing, allowing Ihe arsenic 
lo leak from the shafts. 


Reports lrym Yellowknife 
earlier in the day said Giant 
Yellowknife mine, which pro¬ 
duces gold, has stored 300,000 
tons of arsenic waste in un¬ 
derground shafts. The storage 
began about four years ago 
when it was found that too 
much arsenic was being emit¬ 
ted into the air and the com¬ 
pany started catching it in 
bags. 

Dr. Ron Wallace, a federal 
environmentalist. said in a 
1974 report that the arsenic- 


storage situation at the mine 
could be one of the most 
serious pollution threats in the 
Northwest Territories. 

Wallace said in the report he 
was “rather surprised and 
disappointed” no government 
agencies had studied the arse¬ 
nic threat despite the urging 
of various government ex¬ 
perts. 

Erland Bengts. a federal 
mining inspector, also wrote a 
report about three years ago 
in which he called for a 


$175,000 study of the |>er- 
mafrost around the arsepic 
storage site, which contained 
enough of the poison to kill 
the world’s population four 
times over. 

Bengts apparently thought 
wlien he wrote the memo that 
Giapt Yellowknife would close 
its gold mine by May, 1975. 

He sajd if the mine closed 
and ir the permafrost was 
"less than perfect.” ground 
water would enter the arsenic- 
storage areas and dissolve the 


chemical pollutant within 
three to six years. 

The dissolved arsenic would 
be discharged into a fresh 
water system and a "most 
serious condition” could de¬ 
velop. 

LeBlanc, answering opposi¬ 
tion questions, said an envi¬ 
ronment department official 
had told the territorial water 
board about the potential 
danger of underground 
storage.

stranded by a bankrupt tour company, spend their two 
weeks vacation in Hawaii as planned. 

Peter Lowe, of Traveleyden Tours Ltd., said Tues¬ 
day his company would pick up the full tab so that the 
group gets full value for its money which is already 
si»ent. 

"I'm busy lining up accommodation for these peo¬ 
ple." Lowe said. I’m doing everything in my power to 
see that they go to Honolulu March 1 as planned.” 

The Victorians are among about 700 people who had 
their vacation plans shattered when H. B. Haina and 
Associates Ltd., of Honolulu, announced Friday it was 
going out of business. 

Lowe said many of the elderly people who had 
booked with Haina through Traveleyden had been sav¬ 
ing a long time for such a trip. 

“I've been in business in the city for 17 years and 
am sick over this development,” Lowe said. 

He said his company has no connection with the 
Haina company: ”we just act as agent for the Hawaii- 
based company." 

Lowe said he was finding difficulty in booking ac¬ 
commodation for the group, "but we intend doing our 
best for these people.” 

Martin Linsley. a Vancouver chartered accountant, 
has been appointed receiver of H. B. Haina and As¬ 
sociates. 

The company was ordered to deliver to Linsley all 
assets, property and securities following a hearing 
Tuesday under the Trade Practices Act before Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Lloyd McKenzie in B.C. Supreme Court. 

Linsley said the only assets he knew of in the prov¬ 
ince were bank accounts totalling about $20,000.

Hart, 87. met 92-year-old 
Mrs. Martin last April when 
he entered the lodge where 
Mrs. Martin had already lived 
for five months. 

But they were just nodding 
acquaintances until one of the 
Lodge workers formally in¬ 
troduced them, and then en¬ 
couraged the budding ro¬ 
mance. 

"They w'ere each a little 
lonely, although we have 152 
people here." social worker 
Pat Mann said. 

"They arc both blind and 
have difficulty hearing, so 
they had a lot in common and 
were able to understand each 
other’s needs. 

"Both use the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Institute for the Blind 
talking books, and they can 
sit and talk into each other’s 
hearing aids.” 


Mrs. Martin has three 
grown children. 

Padre Ray White will per¬ 
form the marriage ceremony, 
and relatives will bring the 
wedding cake. 

Staff at the lodge are ar¬ 
ranging a Valentine’s Day 
dance for all lodge residents 
and will provide refreshments 
for the weddiqg reception.

Opposition speakers in the 
Legislature put Economic Dev¬ 
elopment Minister Donald 
Phillips on the hook Tuesday 
night after he had said more 
meetings would be held today 
to try to keep a bankrupt Vic¬ 
toria fish processor, Oakland 
Industries Ltd., in operation. 

David Stupich (NDP— 
Nanaimo) was harshly criti¬ 
cal of Phillips for being “com¬ 
pletely indifferent towards the 
plight of the Oakland 
workers.” 

“Is this all he has to say?” 
Stupich asked. “To tell us 
that he had a meeting this 
morning (Tuesday), that 
there were other meetings in 
the afternoon but he hasn’t 
yet received a report so he's 
going to hold another meeting 
tomorrow (Wednesday). I’m 
sure his indifference will 
leave the Oakland employees 
unimpressed.” 

Stupich spoke just before 
the house adjourned at 10:55. 

Ealier in the Legislature, 
Scott Wallace (PC—Oak Bay) 
appealed to Phillips to pro¬ 
vide a short-term solution by 
the government. 

Wallace said lie didn't ex¬ 
pect the government to com¬ 
pletely bail out the faltering 
firm but said “surely short¬ 
term support could be provid¬ 
ed, at least to get the com- 
l>any to the herring season.” 

Phillips repeated that he 
would be meeting financiers 
and company officials today 
and said “it's not lost, not yet 
anyway.” The minister went 
on to say that he could not 
state at this time whether the 
operation would go on, hut 
"w’e will do all in our power 
to keep It going.” 

Phillips is to confer again 
today with representatives of 
Oakland, the Bank of B.C.

Mediator next 
in civic talks?

Although they are only 


in 
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their early stages, core area 
negotiations between the 
Greater Victoria Labor Rela¬ 
tions Association and seven 
locals of the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees may be 
headed for mediation. 

Daryl Anderson, official 
spokesman for CUPE’s joint 
negotiating committee, said 
GVLRA refused to budge 
from its original guideline 
offer Tuesday and ^ would be 
seeking the services* of a gov¬ 
ernment mediator if it didn’t 
hear from the union today. 

"They (GVLRA» just came 
in and sat on the original 
offer. They didn’t appear 
ready to budge from what 
they had offered to begin 
w ith. It was just a matter of 
saying: 'It’s the same six and 
four (six and four per cent 
increases in each of two 
years) we offered — this is 
it.’ ” 

Carl Anshelm, chief GVLRA 
negotiator, declined comment 
on the grounds that both sides 
had agreed earlier to refrain 
from making public state¬ 
ments during the course of 
negotiations. 

However, the CUPE bar¬ 
gainers appeared upset by 
what they said was GVLRA’s 


turnaround on a decision to 
work together to determine 
what the real costs of the pro¬ 
posals would be. 

There has been some confu¬ 
sion. The union, representing 
2,000 core municipality, Capi¬ 
tal Region and school board 
employees, claims its total 
package proposal would mean 
an increase of 10*4 to 11 per 
cent. At the same time, 
GVLRA has jwt the figure in 
the neighborhood of 20 per 
cent. 

"They agreed earlier that 
we would work jointly to cost 
out our proposal, but today 
(Tuesday) that w'ent down the 
drain,” Anderson said. “He 
(Anshelm) said he had only 
been referring to costing out 
any program within the six 
per cent guideline. But that 
isn’t what he had said at all.” 

He said the meeting lasted 
90 minutes and accomplished 
nothing. 

“They wouldn’t even talk 
about non-cost items and 
issues pertaining to different 
locals,” Anderson said. 

"Anshelm said if we didn’t 
contact him by Wednesday 
morning he’d have no alterna¬ 
tive but to call in a govern¬ 
ment mediator. 

“With that kind of attitude, 
we think we have nothing to 
lose with a mediation of¬ 
ficer.” 


McKenzie checked for locker room talks on violence

Victoria Aid. Ronald 
McKenzie was told by his 
council colleagues Tuesday to 
refrain from lambasting hock¬ 
ey team coaches in their 
locker rooms for violence on 
the ice. 

At the same time, city coun¬ 
cil decided to send a tentative 
anti-violence clause to the 
municipal councils of 11 cities 
in which the Western Canada 
Hockey League operates. 

City council hopes tljat the 


proposed clause will he in¬ 
cluded in the agreements be¬ 
tween the various municipal 
councils and WCHL teams in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Al¬ 
berta and B.C. 

Hie saga of hockey violence 
continued at Tuesday’s infor¬ 
mal council meeting, partly 
as a result of action taken last 
week by McKenzie. 

McKenzie attended the re¬ 
cent game between the Vic¬ 
toria Cougars and the Leth¬ 
bridge Broncos at the Memo¬ 
rial Arena. He considered the 


first period of the game to be 
troubled by excessive violence 
and decided to go to the 
locker rooms and call the 
coaches on the carpet. 

In a letter to city council, 
McKenzie said the first period 
“appeared to be one of gener¬ 
al mayhem.” 

Both coaches told him in so 
many words to mind his own 
business. The Lethbridge 
coach told McKenzie to “go to 
hell.” 

But McKenzie said in his 
letter that the quality of the 


game improved substantially 
in the second period and 
turned into good hockey in the 
last period. 

Unfortunately, several spec¬ 
tators who had witnessed his 
attempts to talk to the 
loaches disagreed with 
McKenzie and threatened to 
punch him in the mouth. 

It was for that reason and 
to get more explicit instruc¬ 
tions from council that 
McKenzie wrote the letter. 

The first bit ^ advice came 
from Aid. Robert Wright. 


who said he was trying to lie 
"as charitable as possible” in 
telling McKenzie what to do, 
or not to do. 

“We should definitely keep 
our political arm out of the 
coaches’ and the flayers’ 
area, unless we want further 
Violence,” Wright said. 

McKenzie admitted that he 
wtf? "perhaps out of order” 
when he went to the locker 
rooms, but he said the game 
improved undeniably after his 
talk with the coaches. 

The other aldermen, howev¬ 


er, agreed with Wright that 
no individual alderman should 
take any action in cases of vi¬ 
olence on the ice. 

If anything held hope of re¬ 
ducing the frequency of vio¬ 
lence. they said, it was the 
proposed clause submitted to 
the other cities for approval. 

It basically states that in 
case of violence, city council 
may terminate any contract 
that exists between the mu¬ 
nicipality in question and the 
team for use of the public 
arenas. 


The judge of any incident is 
to be city council, but the 
clause doesn’t say whether 
termination would require a 
unanimous or simple majority 
approval. 

It also states that termina¬ 
tion will take place 60 days 
after council resolves to ter¬ 
minate a contract. If within 
the 60 days the team should 
be unable to relocate, council 
would reconsider the termina¬ 
tion of the agreement and ei¬ 
ther revoke it or extend it for 
a further 60 days. 


Mayor Michael Young in¬ 
dicated that he might not wait 
until all councils had ap¬ 
proved the clause. 

If violence became unaccep¬ 
table, he said, he wouldn’t 
hesitate to recommend to 
council immediate cancella¬ 
tion of all privileges of the 
Cougars with respect to the 
arena. 

There is no contract in force 
at the moment. The Cougars 
are renting the arena on a 
game-to-game basis. 
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
